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“All the News That's 
Fit to Print.” 
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Col. McClellan Said to Have Se- 
lected Four Commissioners. 


New Heads of Departments of Police, 
Fire, Docks, and Water May Be 
Announced To-day. 


Mayor-elect George B. McClellan's first 
day in New York after his resignation 
from Congress was quietly spent and no 
further inklings of appointments got out. 
During the day Col. McClellan spent most 
of his time trying to get his new home, 
at 10 Washington Square North, settled, 
but he had a short interview during the 
afternoon .with Charles F. Murphy and 
other personal friends. 

Although the McClellan furniture 
sent on from Washington some time ago 
there was a hitch along the line, and it 
did not reach New York until last Fri- 
day, so that the new home now presents 
a rather forlorn appearance, with packing 
boxes and encased furniture in every room. 
Mrs. McClellan reached town from Wash- 
ington late yesterday afternoon. 

Beginning to-day, the .Mayor-elect 
See the several men whose names are 
ready on his slate for important appoint- 
ments, and will go over with each the 
office to which he is likely to be appoint- 
ead. After these conferences the appoint- 
ments will be rapidly announced, and by 
to-night four or five of the most impor- 
tant announcements will. be made. Two 
or three of the leading Tammany men-who 
ure slated for important places have ap- 
pointments with the Mayor-elect for this 
morning and afternoon, and one of the an- 
mnouncements likely to be made before 
nightfall is that of the new Police Commis- 
sioner. 

Practically the only name heard in Tam- 
many circles yesterday was that of Will- 
fam McAdoo for this place, but Col. Mc- 
Glellan when asked would say nothing on 
the subject or concerning Mr. McAdoo In 
any way. Mr. McAdoo is out of the city, but 
before leaving town on Saturday he de- 
clined to make any comment on his ru- 
mored appointment. 

In addition to that of the new Police 
Commissioner, it is generally expected that 
thé appointments to be announced to-day 
will include John T. Oakley, leader of the 
Fourteenth District, to be Water Commis- 
sioner; Maurice Featherson, leader of the 
Twenty-eighth District, to be Dock Com- 
missioner, and Nicholas J. Hayes, leader 
of the Thirty-third District, to be Fire 
Commissioner. Other appointments are ex- 
pected to follow rapidly, and by Thursday 
hight, Christmas Eve, the Mayor-elect ex- 
pects to have all of his important places 
filled. 

Concerning  Brooklyfi the 
Mayor-elect has not yet had an opportunity 
to confer with State Senator Patrick H. 
McCarren, since the return from Wash- 
ington, although Senator McCarren was 
over in Manhattan last evening. A con-

SAYS PARKER IS WILLING. 


Georgia Lawyer Declares the Judge 
Would Take Presidential 


Nomination.

ATLANTA, Dec. 20.—The Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency will not go 
begging if it is offered to Judge Alton B. 
Parker of New York, savs Burton Smith, 
- President of the Georgia Bar Association, 
Parker spoke last 
Summer, and.brother of ex-Secretary of the 
Interior Hoke Smith. Mr. Smith has just 
returned from a visit to the home of the 
“New York jurist, and believes that Tam- 
Taany will go to the Democratic Conven- 
tion prepared to support Judge Parker. 

Mr. Smith says he found party leaders 
everywhere favoring Judge Parker, consid- 
ering him peculiarly available because, on 
account of his judicial position during the 
silver agitation, he was unable to take part 
in the fight, and hence antagonized no wing 
of the party, though he supported its nom- 
inees in every election. Mr. Smith says: 

“Judge Parker will decline to commit 
himself or say one word upon politics 


wntil the Democratic Convention shall act. 
any one else is nominated he will be 
jerfectiy satisfied and possibly relieved, 
use his present position is one of great 
dignity and thoroughly congenial to him.

TELLS OF RAPID TELEGRAPHY. 


P. B. Delany Says His Device Sends 
3,000 Words a Minute—Ten Cents a 
Thousand to Chicago Predicted.

SOUTH ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 20.—Pat- 
rick B. Delany, the electrica] engineer who 
invented the multiplex telégraph system, 
by which six messages can be telegraphed 
over a single wire at the same time, says 
that his latest invention, the automatic 
machine telegraph, has been perfected. 

By means of the new system, he says, a 
business man in New York may dictate to 
his stenographer a letter of say 1,000 words, 
addressed to a correspondent in Chicago. 
The stenographer writes the letter on a 
tape, punching out the characters with a 
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machine having a keyboard resembling 
that of a typewriter, a messenger takes 
the tape to the telegraph office, it is fed 
to the machine, and the letter of 1,000 
words is transmitted to and printed on a 
tape in the Chicago office in exactly one 
minute. There the tape is delivered to the 


New York man’s correspondent, his sten- } 


ographer copies it out, and the New York 
man’s letter is in the hands of the Chicago 
man in about half an hour at the most 
from the time it was written. The tariff 
on such a message would be from 10 to 12 
cents. 

Perhaps the most troublesome problem 
to get rid of in perfecting the device, Mr. 
Delany said, was what is known as the 
“static’’ discharge of a’wire. The ten- 
dency of this “static” discharge is to 
jumble all the signals up in one long line, 
which, of course,“ makes them unintelli- 
gible. Mr. Delany says he settled the 


osroblem by making the “ static’’ print his 
ongest signals. When the signal is long 
enough, the machine sends out an electric 
current in the opposite direction, which 
neutralizes the ‘ static’’ and cuts off the 
signal. This, of course, happens very 
quickly, about 2,500 of these impulses being 
sent over the wire every second when 
vorking under a speed of 3,000 words a 
minute, which he declares can be attained. 


CANARDS ANNOY THE VATICAN. 


Reports of Windfalls Unwelcome—Holy 
See Needs Money as Usual.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—*‘‘ On the best au- 
thority,’’ the Rome correspondent of The 
Tjmes states that there is not one word 
of truth in the story that Mgr. Margolini 
the other day delivered to the Pope 40,- 
000,000 lire worth of bonds which had 
been intrusted to him and Cardinal Gotti 
by Pope Leo, nor in the story that 9.250,- 
000 lire in gold was found in Pope Leo's 
apartments. 

30th stories, says the correspondent, 
are absolutely without foundation. It is 
regretted at the Vatican that these ca- 
nards should be circulated at Christmas 
time, when the Holy See gets its princi- 
pal voluntary contributions. 

The Pope needs money this year, 
usual. Only through care and economy 
Pope Leo able to maintain the 
Church in its present position, and the 
same situation exists now. In other 
words, the treasury is in about its ac- 
customed condition at this season of the 
year.

AMERICA FOR CATHOLICS. 


Mgr. Quigley Predicts Extension of the 
Church’s Influence. 


CHICAGO, Dee, 20.—‘‘ The New World 
was discovered by Catholics and the Cross 
was planted in the name of the Church. 
We cannot get it out of our heads that 
Catholics will yet claim the New World 
again.”’ 

This hope was expressed by Archbishop 
James E. Quigley in an address before the 
Roman Catholic Woman's League. The 
Archbishop declared that the security of 
the National Constitution increases propor- 
tionately with the increase in the number of 
Roman Catholics. 

He urged the establishment of a subsid- 
iary system of the public schools for the 
benefit of the Roman Catholics. This sys- 
tem “for the benefit of the minority,” said 
the. speaker, should be paid for by the 
State but controlled by the Church. 

“The supreme and fundamental error of 
the age is liberalism,’’ .urged the Arch- 
bishop. “ Liberalism delegates to the State 
all rights,and this is when the State and 
Church copflict.”’ 

The Archbishop declared that the United 
States Constitution stands for individual- 
ism. He asserted that to-day the State is 
incroaching on the rights of the Church, 
and that God is not recognized in any of 
the modern Constitutions. 

The .education of the child, he added, 
should rest with the Church and not with 
the State. 

“Protestants and non-Catholics,’’ he de- 
clared, “ are undertaking through the’ pub- 
lic school system to prevent the Catholic 
children from becoming firmly cemented 
to their Church, and to keep the Catholie 
Church from getting a stronger foothold. 
The purpose of the non-Catholics is to pre- 
vent the growth of the Church. They will 
scruple at no violation of justice to gain 
their ends. 

‘‘In adopting the rule that a candidate 
for teacher must attend the Normal School 
for a time the Board of Education has 
taken action against which we must al- 
ways protest. The rule which prevents 
candidates from entering the schools with- 
out Normal School training is tyranny 
and oppression. 

“There is no reason why a Board of Ex- 
aminers cannot be appointed to examine 
into the fitness of all cundidates to be- 
come teachers without regard to the source 
of their preparation. 

“The BState,”’ he urged, ‘“ must provide 
schools for the minority as well as for the 
majority. The State should divide the pub- 
li¢ school system and maintain a@ separate 
system for the minority—separate in the 
sense of religious teaching. 

“The two systems could be under one 
control, but in the Catholic division Cath- 
olic principles. should be taught. This 
would give the minority an equal chance 
with the majority. This would be just 
and equitable, but not satisfactory to the 
Protestants. 

“The cry all over is for non-sectarian 
education., The Catholic schools are recog- 
nized by the State, but they are not sup- 
pons y the State because non-Catholics 
selieve that it would be dangerous for the 


State to support them. 


PREACHER DENOUNCES APATHY. 


Declares Citizens Could Better Political 
Evils If They Would.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2U.—The Rev. Dr. 
William T. Manning of New York, in a 
sermon to the Pennsylvania Society, Sons 
of the Revolution, in old St. Peter’s Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, where the anni- 
versary of Valley Forge was celebrated to- 
day, severly censured the apathy shown 
by respectable people regarding the evils 
of political conditions. In the course of 
his sermon Dr. Manning said: 

““What keeps the Church from being the 
power in this world it ought to be for the 
saving and helping of individual character 
and the leavening of society? Is it the 
men who disbelieve in or are opposed to 
the Church or men who bring discredit on 
the Church by their inconsistent lives? No. 
Those who are really holding the Church 
down and back are the great number of 
eminently respectabie people who belong 
to the Church but whose lives are stag- 
nant, uninspired, and as comfortably world- 
ly as the lives of their neighbors who never 
darken a church door. 

“We hear a great deal about intellectual 
difficulties keeping men out of the Church, 
but I believe an immesufable amount of 
nonsense is talked of in these days about 
intellectual difficulties by men who lay to 
their souls the flattering unction of unbe- 
lief, but who haven't read a book on the 
Christian side in twenty years. 

“Then we have the evils of political life. 
What accounts for the disgraceful condi-' 
tion in our cities to-day? It is the sloth 


and apathy of a great number of eupnenty 
respectable people who will tell you, wit 

an air of great wisdom, that reform is all 
right in theory, but that it doesn’t work 
out in practice. If all of us who want bet- 
ter conditions would rise up we Gould have 
them to-morrow. We have come danger- 
cusly near accepting it-as an axiom that it 
is no use gxpecting anything better in po- 
litical life.’

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DEATH OF F. R. COUDERT 


| The Famous Lawyer Passes Away 


in Washington. 


Had Gone to the Capital to Escape New 
York's Winter Climate and Was 
lil Only Four Days.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Frederic R. 
Coudert, the New York lawyer, died at 7 
o'clock this morning at his Washington 
home, 1,848 S Street. He came to Wash- 
ington and fitted up the $ Street house 
about six weeks ago, intending) to spend 
the Winter here. 

Mr. Coudert, who was seventy-one years 
old, had been in poor health for fi-e or six 
years, suffering from heart anl liver 
treubles. Four days ago he wus seized 
with a severe attack of liver complaint, 
and gradually grew weaker. Dr. Osicr of 
Baltimore and Dr. Hardin of this city were 
called in. 

For many hours before his death Mr. 
Coudert was unconscious. The two ductors 
were constantly with him, as were his wife 
and his three daughters. His son, Frederic 
R.-Coudert, Jr., was at Kitty Hewk, N.C. 
He was telegraphed for, but the Southern 
trains have all been delayed and he has 
not yet been able to reach the city. 

Mr. Coudert'’s body will be taken to New 
York sae and and the funeral will be 
held at 10 o'clock on Tuesday morning at 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral. The burial will be 
in Calvary Cemetery. 

Mr. Coudert spent last Summer at ‘Dyster 
Bay and went to live in Washington in 
order to escape the severity of the New 
York Winter climate. His New York City 
home was at 155 West Fifty-eighth Street. 


Frederic Rene Coudert, head of the inter- 
national law firm of Coudert Brothers, with 
offices in Washington, Manila, Havana, and 
Paris, as well as at 71 Broadway, in this 
city, and with half a dozen European Gov- 
ernments among its list of clients, was one 
of the most distinguished members of the 
bar during the fifty years that have elapsed 
since he was first admitted, in 1853. As a 
public speaker he was greatly sought, and 
figured in an important manner in politics 
from time to time, but never held an office 
except once, and then without salary. 

Mr. Coudert was born in New York on 
March 1, 1832, and therefore was in his 
seventy-second year. His father, Charles 
Coudert, was an emigré, a Frenchman 
forced out of France for political reasons. 
He had fought in the battalions of the first 
Napoleon, and later had been concerned fn 
the futile attempt to seat the Duc de 
Reichstadt on the throne of France. After 


that he fled from his own country to save 
his life and located on Manhattan Island in 


1824. As a means of livelihood he opened 
a Frénch schooi, and in this school Fred- 


eric Rene Coudert, his eldest son, received 
his early education, which included a mas- 
tery of the French language and an equal 
command of Spanish, both of which played 
an important part in his later duties of rep- 
resenting this Government in and before 
international tribunals. 

At the age of fourteen the young Coudert 
entered Columbia and graduated at eight- 
een, being the valedictorian of his class, 
having paid in part for his college course 
by pewepaper work and translations. Se- 
lecting the law as his profession, he con- 
ducted his professional studies in the office 
of Edward Sanford, a distinguished lawyer 
of the time. Columblta Law School at that 
time was not in existence. As soon as he 
could be admitted to the bar legally, in 
1853, he engaged in practice, and short- 
ly after, in the same year, he formed the 
partnership of Coudert Brothers, which ex- 
ists under that name to the present time. 
Charles Coudert, Jr., and Louis Leonce 
Coudert were his partners in the original 
firm. Both died prior to the senior mem- 
ber. The surviving members of the pres- 
ent firm are Paul Fuller, Frederic R. Con- 
dert, Jr., Lorenzo Semple, Joan P. Murray, 
Charles B. Samuels, and Howard Thayer 
Kingsbury. 

AN INTERNATIONAL LAW EXPERT. 

The practice of the firm soon assumed 
importance, and in ten years it had be- 
come one of the leading law firms in the 
country, which reputation has been rapidly 
and continually extended in the succeeding 
years. From the very beginning the foreign 
business has been most important, and 
practically all of the French, German, and 
Italian estate law business transacted in 
this country has gone through the firm. 
The Cross of the Legion of Honor and the 
equivalent Italian decoration with which 
Mr. Coudert was honored in more recent 


years attest the importance of his rela- 
tions with Latin Europe. 

Throughout Mr. Coudert’s professional c#- 
reer his French origin. shaped his lifa and 
his work. In international affairs a knowl- 
edge of French at least is indispensable to 
help a negotiator to carry the weight to 
which his abilities and character may en- 
title him. Before an international tribunal 
a barbarous French accent would discredit 
the profoundest wisdom, and the pure 
French of Coudert made him a power be- 
fore the International Congress on the Law 
of Nations, to which he was a delegate at 
Antwerp in 1877; as American counsel in the 
Bering Sea fur seal controversy before the 
International Commission in Paris in 1898-5, 
and finally as a member of the Venezuelan 
Boundary Commission in 1896 and 1898, un- 
der appointment by President Cleveland. 
But Mr. Coudert’s -Gallicism went much 
deeper than mere speech. He had a dis- 
tinctly French accent of mind, a gayety of 
spirit and lightness of touch which made 
him one of the most charming of after-din- 
ner and ‘ occasional’’ orators, as well as 
serving to enliven his most gserlous and 
learned arguments. 

With his ancestral qualities Mr. Coudert 
inherited his religion. One of the oldest 
members of the Catholic Club and at one 
time President of the Catholic Historical 
Society of the United States Mr. Coudert 
on many occasions indicated that his re- 
ligion had much to do with his persistent 
refusal to be a candidate for public office, 
which often was extended in the way of 
proffered appointments, as well as pledges 
of nominations to elective offices. This 
has been given from time to time as a rea- 
son why Mr. Coudert was not named to 
high office,*although he once declined a 
tender to the United States Supreme Court 
bench. made by President Cleveland. That 
Mr. Coudert himself looked upon his re- 
ligion as the reason why he was not named 
to various high posts was shown in 1894 in 
an address which he made before a joint 
committee of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion in Albany on the subject of appropriat- 
ing public moneys for sectarian institu- 
tions, 

“T know that there are certain offices 
to which neither I nor mine can agpire,’’ 
said Mr. Coudert on that occasion. “ It 
will be so for years to come, and I am 
glad of it. I never had the Presidential 
bee in my bonnet as so many other idiots 
have had because I know that if I were 
the Archangel Michael under my _insig- 
nificant form, unless ‘wave up my faith, I 
could never enter the White House except 
as a visitor.”’ 

However, no man situated as Mr. Coudert 
was could make serious complaint of a 
want of appreciation on the part of -his 
fellow-citizens. for little in the political, 
social, or professional field that he would 
accept was withheld from him. He was an 
LL. D. of Columbia, Fordham, and Seton 
Hall, and upon him Columbia conferred 
its first J. U. D. (Juris Utrius Doctor.) He 
also had been President of the Columbia 
College Alumni and of the Bar Association. 
In politics Mr. Coudert always was a 
Democrat, but an independent, whose party 
fealty was limited by the extent to which 
his party fulfilled its end of public useful- 
ness. 


MR. COUDERT IN POLITICS. 


He was an adherent of Gov. Samuel J. 
Tilden, and in 1879, the year of John Kelly’s 
bolt from the support of Gov. Robinson, 
he appealed earnestly for party unity. In 
1892 he was a vigorous “ Anti-Snapper,”’ 
and attended the National Convention as 


an advocate of Mr. Cleveland’s nomination. 
He was one of the most vigorous oppo- 
nents of the elevation of Isaac H. Maynard 
to the State Court of Appeals, and was one 
0: the members cf the Bar Association 
committee which made the exposition that 
was fatal to the success of the candidate. 
He was an ardent supporter of Mayor 
Grace during both of his campaigns, and 
took a most active part in all three of the 
Cleveland campaigns, and during the 
Cleveland Administration was several times 
offered important foreign diplomatic posts, 
but always declined to give up his private 
practice. With the exception of his one 
term as a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion, under Mayor Grace, he never accept- 
ed any office. 

Mr. Coudert was elected to the Presi- 
dency of the Manhattan Club in 1889, on the 
resignation of Manton Marble, and_ re- 
mained at the head of the club until three 
years ago. He was a member of many 
other clubs, including the Century, Uni- 
versity, Metropolitan, Catholic, Nineteenth 
Century, New York Yacht Club, Lawyers 
and the Bar Association. From 1885 to 1888 
he was the Government Director of the 
Union Facific Railroad and Government 
receiver of the road from 1892 to 1898. He 
also was a Director in many corporations, 
includiag the New York Security and Trust 
Company, the Washington Life Insurance 
Company, Emigrant Industrial Savings 
a and a Trustee of St. Patrick’s Cathe- 

ral. 

Mr, Coudert married Elizabeth McCredy, 
and lived at 155 West Fifty-eighth Street, 
with a Summer home at Oyster Bay. His 
son, Frederic R. Coudert, Jr., was grad- 
uated from Columbia in 1890, and married 
Alice T. Wilmerding, daughter of the late 
Ferdinand Wilmerding and granddaughter 
of Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy. Besides the 
widow and son three daughters also survive 
him. They are Mrs. Frederick H. Benedict, 
nM B. Bellinger, and Miss Renée M. 

oudert. 


BRYAN’S VISIT TO TOLSTOI. 


American Statesman and Russian Au- 
thor Spent Fourteen Hours 
Together. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 20.—William 
Jennings Bryan arrived here to-day. 

Mr. Bryan said he spent fourteen hours 
with Count Tolsto! on Friday, arriving be- 
fore breakfast. He rode half an hour with 
Tolstol, who then insisted that Mr. Bryan 
should take a siesta, while he himseif 
wrote. Tolstol’s physician laughingly said 
he was sorry that the author had curtailed 
his daily exercise through fear of tiring 
Mr. Bryan. The conversation between 
Count Tolstof and Mr. Bryan took the 
widest range. 

While Mr. Bryan was dining with Am- 
bassador McCormick at a restaurant to- 


night the servants rushed in with the news 
that Mr. McCormick's house was on fire. 
It turned out, however, that only a chim- 
ney was ablaze, and the fire was soon ex- 
tinguished. 


BRYAN’S ENEMIES FORGIVEN. 


Nebraska Democrats Who Opposed Him 
Reinstated in Jacksonian Club.

OMAHA, Dec. 20.—The Jacksonian Club 
of Nebraska, ene of the leading Demo- 
cratic organizations of the West, and one 
of the first to declare for Bryan, has, after 
seven years, recognized that those Demo- 
crats who failed to support Bryan and the 
Democratic National platform in the last 
two campaigns were sincere in their con- 
victions. The club last night unanimously 
voted to reinstate to membership a num- 
ber of former leading members’ who were 
expelled during Bryan's first camphign be- 
cause they refused to support the nominee.

Friends of Kaiser came 
forward with offers of their skin to be 
grafted upon his burns. 

‘* We'll stick to him,” they declared, de- 
votedly. 

“Well, I hope portions of you will, any- 
how,” said Dr. Russell Rome, rolling up 
his sleeves and preparing to graft in little 
pieces several square feet of his neigh- 
bors’ cuticle on to Kaiser. 

Yesterday the bandages were removed 
from his face, and Kaiser took a good 
look at himself in a mirror on the wall. 
He thought he was looking out of a 
window, and fancied he saw a composition 
of fifteen or twenty of his friends stand- 
ing outside gazing in at him. 

“Who is it?’’ he asked, pointing into 
the glass. . 

“Why, that’s you,” explained the doctors. 

‘“*Me?” said Kaiser, taking another long 
look. ‘‘ That right ear looks like me, to 
be sure, and so does the left side of the 
neck, but that right cheek resembles Meyer, 
the butcher, and the chin speaks of Heinie 
Wesenbrod, the delicatessen man.

WHAT RUSSIA. OFFERED 


Equal Position for Herself and 
Japan in Korea Proposed. 


Manchuria Was Left Out of the Ques- 
tion—Outlook Now More Threaten- 
ing Tharrat Any Previous Time. 


LONDON TimMES—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, Dec. 21.—It is generally un- 
derstood, says the Tokio correspondent 
of The Times, that Japan asks Russia to 
reconsider her reply. 

The reply contained no tangible con- 
cession, inasmuch as it excluded Japan 
altogether from: the Manchurian ques- 
tion and proposed “an equal position for 
the two powers in Korea.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—Reuter’s Telegram 
Company has learned that considerable 
anxiety exists in the best-informed circles 
of London regarding the possible outcome 
of the situation in the Far East. 

Fears, it says, are expressed that the 
Russian Government may have overstepped 
the boundary which would make'a continu- 
ation of peaceful negotiations with Japan 
possible 

It may be regarded as certain, it is as- 
serted, that Japan will not accept the 
principles of the last Russian note, which 
are altogether at variance with Japan's 
main contentions, and that Japan's reply 
must necessarily be cast in this sense. 

Apart from the delicate state of the nego- 
tiations between the two nations, Reuter 
says, it is also known that Russia is assume 
ing a more defiant attitude, and the out- 
look may be regarded as more gloomy 
than it hitherto has been, although it can- 
not yet be said that the resources of di- 
plomacy have been completely exhausted. 

Reuter COncludes by saying that there is 
no actual news yet of fresh developments, 
and-that no ultimatum has been sent by 
Japan to Russia. 

The morning newspapers display  in- 
creased alarm over the aspect of affairs in 
the Far East, rather from the fear that 
some unforeseen incident may precipitate a 
conflict than from any belief that the re- 


sources of diplomacy have become cx- 
hausted. 

The Morning Post, which is inspired in 
the Japanese interest, makes a suggestion 
which may possess significance—namely, 
that Japan should cut the Gordian knot by 
declaring a protectorate over Korea. The 
paper contends that such a solution would 
commend itself to all the powers with the 
exception of Russia, and that it might even 
be welcomed at St. Petersburg, if it be true 
that Russia does not desire war. 

The special cablegrams from the Far 
East published this morning throw no new 
light on the situation, but all are agreed 
upon one thing, that Japan has not sent 
an ultimatum to Russia. 

A correspondent of The Daily Telegraph 
who, after a tour of Manchuria, has ar- 
rived at Nagasaki, expresses the belief 
that there. wil) be no war, certainly not 
before the Spring, and that Russia does 
not want war before she has consolidated 
her position in Manchuria. She is appre- 
hensive, however, of the strength of the 
Japanese fleet and over the attitude of 
China and Great Britain. The correspon- 
dent doubts whether there are as many as 
100,000 troops south of Mukden or whether 
the stores there will last for six months. 
Electric Hghts have just been installed at 
Mukden 

The correspondent believes that Port 
Arthur is overfortified, and says: 

* All the positions cannot be defended, 
as not half of them are yet provided with 
guns. The Russians are preparing for the 
investment of Port Arthur, but will make 
a fight to secure Dalny from occupation.” 


| PEKING, Dec. 20.—The report cabled 
from Tien-Tsin to London yesterday to the 
effect that Japan had sent an ultimatum 
to Russia is discredited here, and no in- 
formation of a corroborative nature is in 
the possession of the legations. 
While the knowledge of the legations 
in regard to the situation leads them to 
| believe that the sending of an ultimatum 
is improbable, the prospects of war are, 
however, evidently increasing. The British 
Legation some days ago received a tele- 
gram indicating that war was poas'ule. 
and the Japanese Legation is officially in- 
formed that Russia’s recent reply to the 

Japanese proposals was unsatisfactory, 
While no news has been received at the 
Japanese Legation that Japan has sent an

The native press recently reiterated a 
circumstantial story to the effect that, in 
the event of Manchuria being retained by 
Rvessia, it was the intention of Great Brit- 
ain to establish a protectorate over the 
Yeng-Tse Valley as compensation and to 
aproint a Viceroy therein, so that her pres- 
tige in the Far East would be equal to 
Russia's. Some of the native papers give 
the Wal-Wu-Pu (Chinese Foreign Office) 
as authority for the story. 

This fiction is largely credited and grave- 
ly discussed, and is. creafing hostility 
against Great Britain. It is suspected that 
the story has been fostered by unfriendly 
agencies appointed for the purpose, and 
the British Legation is investigating its 
origin.

MAY BE ANNEXED TO CANADA. 


Mail’s 
Ottawa Government Considering Taking 
Newfoundland Into the Dominion 
and Buying Greenland. 
Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 20.—It is understood, al- 
though nothing official can be obtained, 
that the Dominion. Government has now 
under consideration the question of an- 
nexing Newfoundland and Greenland to 
Canada. The decision of the Alaska Boun- 
dary Commission has not only set the Gov- 
ernment thinking but working. What is 
intended now is to round off the Dominion 
as far as it is possible to do so. 

Some time ago an expedition was sent 
to Hudson Bay to take possession of what- 
ever belongs to Canada in that direction, 
Any one who looks at a map of North 
America wifl see that a great part of 
territory on the Atlantic Coast is held by 
Newfoundland. There is a long fringe 
on the coast of Labrad@ér which is owned 
by WNewfoundland. This, as well as the 
important position which the ancient col- 
ony occupies in the Atlantic, makes it 
highly desirable that Newfoundland should 
be brought within the confederation. 

In 1895 Newfoundland applied for admis- 
sion into the Dominion. The Canadian 
Government of that day made an offer in 


reply, but the matter was not taken up 


very seriously, and nothing came of the ne- 
gotiations. 

Newfoundland was then anxious to come 
in, and the Dominion Government was 
lukewarm. Now everything has changed 
and there ought to be no serious difficulty 
in the way of adding another maritime 
province to the Dominion. It may. cost 
more than it would have done in 1895, but 
the general opinion will be that the inter-

LACKAWANNA DRAW SHIFTED. 


Structure Spanning the Passaic River Is 
Moved Thirty-five Feet on Scows. 


‘Special to The New York Times. 
‘NEWARK, WN. J., Dec. 20.—The shifting 
of the 985-ton double-decked draw span 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad over the Passaic River was 
accomplished to-day, and trains were op- 
erated over the new elevated structure to- 
night. All traffic over the bridge was 
temporarily suspended, the last train to use 
the Brodd Street Station having passed 
over the bridge at 2 o’clock this morning. 
The draw is 210 feet in length, and when 
completed will weigh about 1,100 tons. It 
was moved from its former position to a 
point feet north while resting upon 
four scows, which were carried up the 
river by the tide, it requiring just 18 min- 
utes to reach the objective point. It was 
lowered 11% feet, so that the upper deck 
would be at grade with the passenger 
tracks of the new elevated structure. 

The draw in its transfer rested on huge 
plungers, which, in turn, rested on sand 
in boxes. The sand was allowed to run 
out, thereby allowing the span to sink 
gradually into position. It was 9:35 o’clock 
this morning when this process was begun, 
and it was 4:50 o'clock this afternoon when 
the eastern end of the span was sunk into 
position, while the western end was in 
place fifteen minutes later. The work of 
coupling the span required about an hour, 
after which there was a general inspection 
by President Truesdale and other officials 
of the road. 

The work of to-day means the abandon- 
ment of all the grade crossings east of 
High Street, in this city. The work of de- 
pressing the tracks through Roseville and 
East Orange is progressing rapidly. There 
is no indication at present of a design to 
alter the tracks from High Street to the 
Morris and Essex. Canal at First Street, a 
distance of about ten blocks.

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FIERCE PISTOL BATTLE. 
WITH SAFE BLOWERS 


Policeman and Watchman Wound- 
ed in Running Fight. 


BURGLAR WITH BOUTY CAUGHT, 


Man Overpowered After Desperate 
Struggle Had Bottle of Nitro-Gly- 
cerine — Dropped Senseless at 
Headquarters — Four Ac- 
complices Escaped. 


In a desperate battle with revolvers last 
night between the police of the Oak Street 
Station and five men who had entered the 
offices of Isaac A. Sheppard & Co., in the; 
four-story building at Peck Slip and Pearl 
Street. and had blown open the big safe 
there, securing one of the strong boxes, two 
men were shot, although neither was dane: 
gerously wounded. J 

Policeman Henry T. Pearson of the Oak 
Street Station was shot through the palm 
of his left hand, and a second bullet tore 
through his right wrist, embedding itsélf, 
in the fleshy part of the forearm. He wag 
taken to the Hudson Street Hospital. John 
Walsh of 316 Pearl Street, where he was 
employed as a night watchman in the ware-, 
house of Baker & Williams, was shot inl 
the middle finger of the right hand. 

One of the safe-blowers was arrested, but 
the other four escaped, making a running} 
and shooting fight as they went. } 

The man arrested said he was Walter, 
Davis, twenty-seven years old, and 
sailor. He would give no further addresg 
than Brooklyn, where he said his mother 
lived. The police, however, 3ay that hg 
is well Known to them as a Western “ pane 
handler’’ and ‘“‘ yeggman.”” He is of pow- 
erful build, 6 feet 2 inches in height. Somee 
time after his arrest, which was effected; 
after a desperate struggle, he dropped in-' 
sensible, and although unconscious and 
thought to be dying, was taken to the 
prison ward of Bellevue Hospital, hand; 
cuffed and under guard of two policemen,} 
Inspector McClusky fearing the man might 
make a desperate attempt to escape. 


EXPLOSION STARTLED NEIGHBOR<- 
HOOD. [. 


At 11 o’clock persons within a couple of 
blocks of Peck Slip and Pearl Street heard 
a heavy muffled explosion. It startled a 
gcod many, and they crowded into the 
streets. Among them was Walsh, the 
watchman. He says that when he got into 
the street first he saw two men, one in 
frcent of the Sheppard & Co. building on’ 
the Peck Slip side, and the other on the 
Pearl Street side. A boy, Peter Welch, of 
9 Peck Slip, told him he had seen these 
two men pacing up and down in front of 
the building for some minutes. Walsh 
walked along to the Pearl Street side of 
the building and tried the double doors of 
a big cellar entrance there, about the mid« 
dle of the structure. These doors he found 
to be unlocked. 

In the meantime Policeman Pearson 
reached Walsh's side. Other policemen 
were coming on the run, having heard the 
noise. The two men who had been out- 
side came toward Walsh and Pearson. 
Both had their revolvers drawn. At the 
same instant the double doors of the cel- 
larway were thrown back and three men 
darted out of the entrance into Pearl 
Street, almost in front of Pearson and 
Walsh. All three had revolvers drawn, 
and at once began shooting, the other two 
joining in. 

Pearson and Walsh drew their revolvers 
and answered the fire. About two score 
shots were fired in rapid succession. One} 
or the three men who darted out of the 


cellarway had under his arm a box. The 
police ‘made a desperate effort to catch 
him. He was too big and powerful, how- 
ever, and got by them at the time. 

The fusillade of shots lasted but a mo- 
ment or two, the men evidently having 
agreed by some signal to make a concert- 
ed attempt to get away. One of them dart- 
ed through Ferry Street, the head of which 
extends into Peck Slip. He fired as he ran, 
Two of the remaining four ran down Pearl 
Street, while the other two darted through 
the dark up Pearl Street. 

Policemen were arriving from all direc- 
tions. The two men going up Pearl Street, 
one of whom had the strongbox under his 
arm, had gotten but a block up the dark 
street when they ran into Policeman Far- 
rell of the Oak Street Station. Farrell 
made for the man with the box. The two 
clinched and rolled to the sidewalk. Far- 
rell landed on top, and while the man made| 
a desperate effort to get at his revolver 
or a knife he held him. The fight lasted 
two or three minutes, and then Farrell 
got hold of his club so that he could use 
it on the prisoner’s head, and soon had 
him hors de combat and the box in his 
possession. Other policemen came up and 
Purvis was handcuffed and dragged to the 
station house. 


WHAT WAS FOUND ON HIM, 


The prisoner on order of Inspector 
Schmittberger, who had sent for Inspector 
McClusky, was stripped and searched. A 
complete nitroglycerine safe-blowing outfit 
was found in his posséssion. It consisted 
of a big six-inch drill, several bits used for 
drilling steel, six time fuses such as are 
used to-explode nitroglycerine, and a bot- 
tle of the high explosive. This had not 
been broken during the fight between Davis 
and the police. 

Two ambulance calls were sent to the 
Hudson Street Hospital and Surgeons War- 


ner, Rice, and Marshall answered. The’ 
injuries of Watchman Walsh were cared 
for and he went home. Policeman Pear- 
son’s wounds were too serious for him to 
go home, so he was taken to the hospital 
by Dr. Warner. ; 

Davis was removed to Police Headquar- 
ters and taken into Capt. Lantry’s private 
room, where Inspectors Schmittberger and 
McClusky and the Captain were going to 
question him. He no sooner had got inside , 
the door than he reeled and fell to the floor} 
unconscious. He was picked up and placed 
on a couch. Coroner Jackson was called 
in and examined the man. 

He found the prisoner had no pulse and 
said he believed he was dying. Another 
hurry call was sent to the Hudson Street 
Hospital for an ambulance. While waiting 
Coroner Jackson gave Davis a hypodermic 
injection of a powerful stimulant, and kept 
him alive until Dr. Warner reached him. 
Other regtoratives and stimulants were 
given, a Inspector Schmittberger wanted 
to aend Davis to the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital. Inspector McClusky objected, how- 
ever, and the man was taken to Bellevue. 
McClusky said the prisoner made his head- 
quarters at 9 Bowery. 

Inspector Schmittberger and his’ men, at 
the, office where the safe had been blown 
opén, found that the burglars had gained 
access to the building by means of the 
cellar door, on which the lock and hasp 
had been broken. They then had gone into ; 
the basement and worked their way up | 
through various doors to the ground floor, 
on which was the office. There they went 
through a light door that did not hinder 
them much, and were at the safe. 

The safe was a big one, gene over 6 
feet high and being some 5 feet deep. It 
was shattered and blown wide open. Books, 
papers, checks, letters, and the like were 
strewn all about the office floor. Chairs 
were overturned, furniture smashed some, 
and the office presented a deplorable sight. 
All about, the police said, were evidences 
that nitro-glycerine had been the explosive 
used.

When this man had joined the Martin 
woman they had a drink. The woman took 
whisky and the man beer. Soon afterward, 
about 10:30 o'clock, they took a room in 
the place. There is an entry on the regis- 
ter for them, but Inspector McClusky said 
last night he paid little or no attention to 
that. The name which was written for 
the couple was so badly done that it seems 
to be either “Carl Alvinson and wife,’’ or 
“Carl Aldesen and wife.” 

They were taken to the second floor by 
Jenrie Starin, the housekeeper. That was 
mot the last seen of them, however. Soon 
afterward the man peared in the hallway 
@nd was seen by the arte woman. He re- 
entered his room soon afterward. 

Sarah Martin appeared in the hall soon 
afterward. She asked the Starin woman to 
get her a bottie of whisky from the saloon 
below. That the housekeeper did, receiv- 
ing $2, out of which she gave Sarah Martin 
$1.50 change. The man got none of that 
whisky. Sarah Martin and the housekeeper, 
according to the latter's statement, drank 
it together in the hallway. When the house- 
keeper asked: 

“How about the man?” Sarah Martin is 
gaid to have replied. 

“Oh, he’s asleep.” 

By the time the whisky had been con- 
sumed by the women it was about mid- 
night. Sarah Martin about that time en- 
tered the room slie had left, and that was 
the last seen of her alive. 

Some time between 3 o'clock and 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon Mrs. Kelly, 'wife of 
the proprietor of: the place, went to the 
room and found the door ajar. The figure 
of a woman was lying on the bed, covered 
by the blanket. She appeared to be still 
as . The housekeeper had followed 
Mrs. Kelly into the room. Just as the 
housekeeper entered Mrs. Kelly placed her 
hand on the forehead of the reclining wo- 
man. and exclaimed: | 

* Why, she’s cold! 

It waz not until the cover was raised that 
the woman realized that a crime had been 
committed. 

Detectives from Police Headquarters soon 
were summoned to the Oak Street Station, 
which 1s the police district in which the 
crime was committed. Others active in the 
case were Assistant District Attorney Gar- 
van,Inspector McClusky, Inspector Schmitt- 
berger, Coroner Jackson, a court stenog- 
rapher, and a court photographer.

The party had not been in the place long 
before the information was Communicated 
to the crowd outside that ‘‘ Mother" Or- 
chard had identified the dead woman as 
Sarah Martin. Many in the crowd said 
they knew that woman. Some said that 
she had last lived somewhere near Second 
Avenue and Ejighty-sixth Street, while 
others said that they had last seen 
in a place in Oliver Street. ‘‘ Mother’ 
chard admitted that the Martin woman had 
lived with her for a time within the last 
year or two “as a cook.” 

Inspector McClusky said that in 
course of his investigations he had learned 
that before the Martin woman had started 
out on Saturday night to keep her engage- 
ment with the man she had said that she 
Was going to meet her husband. 

“ His name, as near as we can get at i. 
was Larson.” said the Inspector, ‘ but it 
may have been Lawson. I don't know 
what to make of that clue, because the ex- 
cuse,is one that a woman of the kind of 
Sarah Martin is very apt to give under the 
circumstances.’ 

How the murderer got out of the hotel 
is a mystery. Kelly told the Inspector that, 
although he remained up until 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning, he heard no noise 
during the night, neither a scream nor the 
sound of any one getting out of the house. 
As the room in which the crime was com- 
mitted was on the second floor the mur- 
derer might easily have climbed out of the 
window.

He 
thought the murder had been committed 
about 7 o’clock in the morning.

A PHILANTHROPIC PUGILIST. 


Owen Ziegler Causes Arrest of Runaway 
Girl in Order to Restore Her 
to Her Home. 


Owen Ziegler, formerly a _ lightweight 
Pugilist, was the complainant last evening 
against Pauline Cooper, sixteen years old, 
who said her home was at 708 North Second 
Street, Philadelphia, and who was locked 
in the West Thirtieth Street Station just 
before midnight on a charge of vagrancy.

After a long talk with her 
Ziegler says that he induced her to go 
back to Philadelphia and gave her money 
to do so.

Ex-Postal Superintendent Who 
Was Charged with Robbing Mails. 


Had Been Indicted by Federal Grand 
Jury and Would Have Been Placed 
on Trial in a Few Days. 


Alexander Hass, who was arrested by the 
Post Office Inspectors in this city four 
months ago, charged with rifling the for- 
eign mails, shot and killed himself last 
evening while standing under a tree at 
the corner of One Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth Street and Broadway, in front of the 
Montefiore Home. He was seen to place 
a pistol to his right temple and pull the 
trigger. The report of the shot was heard 
by Policeman Phelan of the West One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Police 
Station, who, thinking that another hold- 
up had taken place, blew his whistle, and 
hurried in the direction whence the report 
came. In the meantime several people 
from the home opposite the spot had run 
out to see what was the matter. 

The man, unconscious, but still alive, was 
carried to the steps of the home and an 
ambulance was summoned from the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital. Dr. Westcott, who re- 
sponded, made an examination and found 
that the bullet had traversed the sicull 
and had probably lodged in the brain. The 
doctor said Hass could not live, but he 
was taken to the hospital where an un- 
Successful effort was made to locate the 
ball. Within an hour he died without re- 
covering consciousness, 

In one of his pockets was found an en- 
velope stamped “ Royal Arcanum,” and ad- 
dressed to him at 518 West One Hundred 
and Forty-fifth Street, together with sev- 
eral other papers bearing the same ad- 
dress. 

Policeman Phelan was sent to this ad- 
dress, _ where he found Mrs. Alexander 
Hiss, who lives with her five small chil- 
dren on the fourth floor of the house, which 
is a modern apartment dwelling. Mrs. Hass 
seemed to realize when she saw the police- 
man that something had happened to her 
husband. When the news was broken to 
her she fainted. Later, when she revived, 
one of the family went to the hospital and 
identified the body and claimed it. 

Mrs. Hass said that some one had called 
at the house to see her husband yesterday 
and that he had asked her to answer the 
bell and say he was out. Who the person 
was she did not know. While at dinner, 
she said, Mr. Hass suddenly jumped u 
and said he was going out to get the fres 
air. She protested, saying it was storming 
hard and that he had better wait a while. 
Her protests, however, were unavailing, 
and Hass did not return, as his wife ex- 
pected he would, for supper. 

Hass was a member of the Lincoln Re- 
ublican Club and was very popular in 

epublican circles, being an excellent 
stump speaker. He was a personal friend 
of Second Assistant Postmaster Morgan, 
and enjoyed the confidence of all his su- 
veriors in the General Post Office in Man- 
attan, where prior to his arrest he was 
Superintendent of the Foreign Department. 

He was forty-eight years old. He en- 
tered the postal service in 1873, and by in- 
dustrious effort worked himself up. Six 
months ago, when complaints were made 
that money sent through the Post Office 
had gone astray, Hass was the last man 
suspected. When, however, all other at- 
tempts to’ locate the thief had failed Hass 
was put under surveillance. Decoy letters 
were placed in the mails, with the result 
that Hass was arrested. 

It is said that a search showed him to 
have in his pockets several of the letters 
sent out by the Inspectors. He was takew 
before Commissioner Shields and afterward 
indicted by the Federal Grand Jury, being 
released under heavy bail. 

His trial, it is believed, was to come off 
within a few days, and several of his 
friends had been working hard in his be- 
half. It was suggested that a plea of in- 
sanity might be made for him.

FRENCH ANTI-CLERICAL BILL. 


Text of Premier Combes’s New Measure 
Made Public. 


PARIS, Dec. 21.—The text of the bill of 
Premier Combes for the suppression of 
teaching by the religious orders, which was 
communicated to the Council of Ministers 
on Dee. 15, Is published this morning. 

The introductory clause dwells on the in- 
sufficiency of the teaching in religious 
schools and also the dangerous tendencies 
inculeated, adding that on this point there 
is no difference between authorized and 
unauthorized congregations. 

The bill provides that teaching congre- 
gations may be legally dissolved by mere 
notification to them to close their schools. 
Should they refuse to obey such notice, 
their property is to be sequestrated. 

In the case of the teaching congrega- 
tions, which also conduct hospitals for the 
indigent, the property connected with their 
schools will not be confiscated, but must 
be used only in connection with the hos- 
pitals.

UR. ROOT GIVES REASONS 
FOR WOOD'S PROMOTION 


Declares Younger Men Should Be 
in High Military Places. 


Stress Laid on President McKinley's 
Approval of Gen. Wood’s Cuban 
Services—Opinions of Gen- 
erals Quoted. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The letter of 
Secretary Root to Senator Proctor, Acting 
Chairman of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, dated Nov. 18 last, — a résumé 
ot the military record of Gen. Leonard 
Wood and stating the chief considerations 
which led to his nomination as a Major 
General, was made public to-day. 

The Secretary declares that Gen. Wood's 
nomination was made partiy upon the rec- 
ommendation of many of his superior offi- 
cerm He also takes the ground that 
regard seniority alone as a cause for pro- 
motion _would be highly inimical to 
development of the army’s efficiency, since 
it would. result in having its highest offi- 
cers men well advanced in years, 
their best work. behind them and only: a 
short time left to serve. 

The Secretary’s letter, moreover, lays 
Special stress upon President McKinley’s 
approval of Gen, Wood's services in Cuba, 
and holds that Gen. Wood's merit and 
promise of future usefulness unite to jus- 
tify his nomination. 

After quoting from remarks commenda- 
tory of Gen. Wood made by Gens. Miles, 
Lawton, Graham, and Forsyth, the letter 
recites that ‘‘ upon these and similar evi- 
dences of fitness President McKinley 
pointed Capt. Wood Colonel of the First 
Volunteer Cavalry in May, 1898.”’ 

The Secretary also quotes from the 
mendations of Gens. Young, Wheeler, Sum- 
ner, and Shafter on Gen. Wood's conduct 
win’ the Santiago campaign, and says Gen. 
Wood's appointment as commander of 
tiago Province appears fo have 
upon a statement made by Gen.

DEFENDS ACTION IN PANAMA. 


Dr. Schurman Tells People’s Institute 
tye United States Government's 
Cause Was Justified. 


Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, President of 
Cornell University, delivered an address in 
Cooper Union last night in the People’s 
Institute course, on “The True Elements 
of National Greatness,’ afterward taking 
up the Panama question and Mr. Roose- 
velt’s connection with it. Dr. Schurman 
said in part: 

‘Neithér right nor wrong is likely to 
enter into the solution of the Japan-Russila 
problem, for Russia stands before the world 
as the representative of force. The United 
States in America is in the position of Rus- 
sia in Asia. There is no power present 
Streng enough to enforce against us re- 
spect for its rights. Will it in relation to 
the weaker nations impose upon itself a 
self-denying ordinance? Will it expand 
north and south? And, if so, how will it 
treat its neighbors’ rights? 

‘What of Panama? There are some 
things clear about it. We have rights and 
duties there under the treaty of 1846, which 
make it our duty to maintain uninterrupted 
transit the Isthmus. Our Govern- 
; ment would have been derelict if it had not 

foreseen the revolution that was coming 

and made preparations to protect American 
interests and safeguard transportation 
across the Isthmus. That our Government 
; had anything to do with fomenting the re- 
| bellion is incredible and absurd, and is ut- 
terly disproved by the correspondence on 
) the subject. Our Government recognized 
the new republic. 
‘We did more than recognize Panama's 
independence; our Government issued in- 
preventing the landing of insur- 
gents or Colombian troops on the Isthmus. 


We took part and said that, as guardians

canal, we insisted that there should be

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CONGRESS POSTAL GRAFT 


Democrats Want Facts Involving 
National Legislators. 


Exhibits in Bristow Report Indicate 
Widespread Activity of Congress- 
men to Secure Postal Favors. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Such informa- 
tion as is given about Congressional graft 
in Mr. Bristow’s report on the postal scan- 
dal has only whetted the appetite of the 
Democrats. They do not go so far as to 
insist that all exhibits referred to by Mr. 
Bristow should be sent to Congress. But 
they are curious to see what has been held 
back that may not have any bearing 
on cases in court, but would shew how 
political manipulations was responsible for 


a great part of the corruption in the de-_ 


partment. 

Mr. Bristow avoided in his report the 
mention of names of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in doubtful transactions, except 
where the individuals have been retired to 
private life. The whole number of alleged 
violations of law in which Senators and 
members of Congress are involved can only 
be inferred from occasional hints contained 
in the report. 

For instance, Exhibit Q, which is de- 
voted to cases where salaries and allow- 
ances were unwarrantly increased through 
the operations of George W. Beavers, shows 
at least 110 such instances. The report 
gives briefly the facts in ten of them in all 
referring to ‘‘the member of Congress,” 
and leaving the identity of the member to 
be inferred from the name of the town 
where the transaction occurred. 

Senator Mason of Illinois, who was Chair- 
man of the Committee on Post Offices, Mr. 
Bristow declares, asked Beavers to in- 
crease the clerk hire at Duquoin to $900 a 
year, when,- under the regulations, it 
should have only $60. In this case 
the request went on file in the de- 
partment showed that the consideration 
of the increase was a promise by the 
Postmaster that if he could have the al- 
lowance he would “ devote his time to the 
Senator for his re-election.”

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PHILIPPINE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Second Annual Report of Board Shows 
Increase in Number and Kinds of 
Examinations Held. 


The second annual report of the Philippine 
Civil Service Board to the Governor of the 
Philippine Islands, embracing the period 
from Oct. 1, 1901, to Oct. 1, 1902, shows a 
decided increase in the number and kinds of 
examinations held, due to appointments re- 
sulting from promotions and the extension 
of the civil service law to the provincial 
service. the police force, the firemen in 
Manila, and the prison guards. During the 
year 4,250 competitors, English and Span- 
ish, were examined, and 2,044 became eligi- 
ble to certificates, while 334 were eligible 
for promotion and transfer. 

The appointments made on non-competi- 
tive examinations numbered 321. No ex- 
am{nation was held of native unskilled 
laborers, and no formal appointments were 
made. The civil service law now brings 
into the classifled service more than 2,000 
positions. Little difficulty has been found 
in enforcing the law, anil violations of it 
have .been few. 

The report says that business men are 
freely accepting employes recommended by 
the board and that the certificates of those 
who pass its examinations are apparently 
more valuable than diplomas from educa- 
tional institutions. 

An extended description is given of the 
operation and effect of the civil service 
law as it existed a year ago. Owing, it 
says, to the fact that more competent men 
are constantly entering the service as offi- 
cers, there is much less discontent and dis- 
satisfaction than formerly on the part of 
all concerned. Many young collegians have 
lately enlisted at moderate salaries and are 
doing excellent work.

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DEFENDS THE ERIARS

Ex-Navy Chaplain Chidwick Says 
They Are Calumniated. 


Calis on Catholics to Demand That the 
Brotherhood Be Restored to Their 


Offices in the Islands. 
. 


Beforefa very large assemblage of Cath- 
olics, intluding Archbishop, Farley, Vicar 
General Mooney, and many other promi- 
nent members of the Church gathered at 
Carnegie Hall last night, the Rev. John P. 
Chidwick, for years a Chaplain in the Unit- 
ed Statcs Navy, and who was attached to 
the Maine when that vessel was blown up 
in Havana Harbor, delivered an impas- 
sioned defense of the friars in the Philip- 
pines, during which he called upon Cath- 
olics throughout the country to demand 
that the brotherhood be returned to their 
offices in the islands. He referred to the 

‘ order as ‘‘ the very flower of the Catholic 
Church. He said that this Government had 
approached their case with a policy rather 
than with a principle. 

“It is enough to make our bile rise to 
read ali these recent misrepresentations 
of lying bigots regarding those saintly 
self-sacrificing men,” cried ,Father Chid- 
wick. “I hope that those liberal-minded 
men who know how right here in our own 
country we are calumniated and abused, 
will be careful how they accept the calum- 
mies which are put on foot against the 
friars in the Philippines.”’ 

The meeting was held for the purpose of 
raising a fund for the erection of a rectory 
for the Rev. John E. Burke, pastor and 
founder of the Church of St. Benedict 
the Moor who is now taking his first vaca- 
tion in twenty-five years of work among 
the colored Roman Catholics of the city, 
and, notwithstanding the inclement weath- 
er the big hall was almost completely 
filled. 

Bourke Cockran presided, and in his in- 
troductory address spoke of the value of 
church work among the negroes of the 
North, who, he said, were in a far more 
difficult position than their brothers in 
the South: 

“In the South,” 
man is excluded from political opportunity, 
while here in the North he is excluded 
from industrial opportunity. Civilization 
is a jealous mistress. She makes all men 
work or die. She met the Indian, and he 
died. She met the negro, and he has 
multiplied, and therefore his future can- 
not be hopeless. I believe it is full of 


romise, provided the mor element in 
im is properly developed.” 

Father Chidwick’'s address 4vas on “ Cath- 
olcity in the Orient,’’ and bore upon his 
experiences while a Chaplain in the navy 
in the Philippines, China, and Japan, but 
the burden of his long speech bore upon 
the religious question in the Philippines. 
He told how nearly 350 years ago the friars 
had gone into the islands, and, through 
self-denial and poverty and patience, had 
brought the people out of a state of sav- 


he said, ‘“‘the black 


agery. 

“They have made greater sacrifices than 
eny other missionaries of the Church,” said 
Father Chidwick. “ They ghose the hardest 
following of Christ. Adding to these sac- 
rifices, they leave their homes and go 
away among strangers, and it is past all 
conception that they can be so neglected 
by the grace of God as to become such 
Tascals as they have been depicted. And 
how patient have the friars been during all 
this abuse and calumny. Who has heard 
these holy men reply to their traducers? 
They are suffering in silence, waiting for 
a day when a better justice will send them 
back among the people from whom they 
have been torn.” 

Father Chidwick then related how the 
monks gained their ascendency over the 
Filipinos. They instructed them in agri- 
ulture and imported maize and vegetables 

d taught the people how to raise them. 
He said that every staple of the islands to- 
fey, with the exception of tobacco, was in- 
roduced by the friars. They established 
schools and colleges and started civiliza- 
tion without the firing of a shot. 

“One of the basest calumnies 
lated against the friars,” he continued, 
“is that they did not educate. In 1886 
there were 2,700 parochial schools support- 
ed by the friars. They had colleges for 
men and women all over the country. In 
Manila they had two universities, one of 
which has turned out more graduates than 
Harvard.

ARCHBISHOP BLESSES CHURCH. 


Edifice of Our Lady of Lourdes Built of 
Material from Three Famous Build- 
ings of New York. 


The new Roman Catholic Church of Our 
Lady of Lourdes, One Hundred and Forty- 
second Street, near Amsterdam Avenue, 
was dedicated and blessed by Archbishop 
Farley yesterday morning in the presence 
of a large gathering of clergy and laymen. 

Material from the A. T. Stewart man- 
sion, the Academy of Design, which for- 
merly stood at Twenty-third Street and 
Fourth Avenue, and the old rear wall of St. 
Patrick's Cathedral has been used in the 
construction of the church, and the result 
is most pleasing to the eye. The front, 
which faces on One Hundred and Forty- 
second Street, is composed of the white 
marble that formed the facade of the ol« 


Academy, while the marble steps and 
balustrade are from the Stewart mansion. 

In many respects the front of the church 
resembles the Academy, the principal dif- 
ference being the insertion of more win- 
dows, the widening of the main entrance, 
and the addition of a beautifully carved 
cross over the main arch. The ornate 
white marble cornice of the old Academy 
has been preserved intact, as have many 
other fine specimehs of carving, all 
which was purchased for $1,000 by the Rev. 
Joseph H. McMahon, rector of the parish. 
This was considered a véry fortunate pur- 
chase, for if built from like material 
carved to order it would have cost $130,000, 
The rear wall of the cathedral, with its 
beautiful stained glass windows, serves as 
the rear and side walls of the new church, 
which has a frontage of 75 feet, a depth of 
90, and an altitude of 44 feet. 

Archbishop Corrigan established the 
Parish of Our Lady of Lourdes in June, 
1901, and a chapel was established at One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street and Am- 
sterdam Avenue. Some months later the 
property on One Hundred and Forty-second 
Street was purchased for $64,000. The cor- 
rerstone was laid last May by the Right 
Rev. Monsignor Mooney, V. G., and the 
new edifice when entirely completed will 
cost about $150,000. 


WOULD EMPTY RUSSIA OF JEWS. 


Dr. Singer Suggests Jewish Steamship 
Lines to Distribute the Emigrants 
Over the World. 


Isidore Singer, managing editor 
Jewish Encyclopedia, lectured last 
night at Zion Hall, Brooklyn, before the 
Dorshei Zion Society on ‘‘The Panama 
Canal and the Russian Exodus." 
Referring to the statement in President 
Roosevelt's message to the effect that it 
Was necessary to devise some system 
whereby undesirable immigrants should be 
excluded and desirable immigrants properly 
Gistributed throughout the country, Dr. 
Singer said that it might be regarded as an 
indirect invitation to the Jews to work out 
a plan of emigration from Russia not only 
to the United States but Central and South 
America, Australia, and South Africa. 
The lecturer advocated ine establishment 
of two steamship lines, to be owned by 
Jews and to ply three times a month be- 
tween Russian ports and the Pacific Coast 
and Australia via the Panama Canal. For 
the establishment of this project he advo- 


cated the use of the $45,000,000 left by 
Baron de Hirsch to the Jewish Colonization 
Association, supplemented by a voluntary 
contribution of 2 per cent. on the incomes 
of well-to-do Jewish families in the United 
States.

Collectors swarmed through the city yes- 
terday in behalf of the Federation of Amer- 
ican Zionists. It was shekel day, set apart 
for contributions of 25 cents each for the 
Zionist cause and in commemoration of 
the money given to build the tabernacle 
in the wilderness after the exodus. Shekel 
Day is now observed all over the world, 


the funds collected being sent to the Zion- 
ist Congress Bureau, at Vienna. The total 
collections last year amounted to $200,000. 

The payers of the shekels, if over eight- 
een years old, have a vote for a delegate 
to the Zionist International Congress. This 
is the second observance of the day in 
New York. Last year $2 ) was collected 
here, and it is belfeved tM#@t it will be dou- 
bled through yesterday's collections. There 
are now 187 stations in the city.

Attempt Made to Shut Up Sorrel 
Horse Tavern, 
Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—Sorrel Horse 
Tavern, a picturesque old Inn at Ithian, a 
sequestered hamlet im Radnor township, 
which has been famous as a’ road house 
for more than century and a quarter, 
and which has sheltered many men now 
famous in history, is the cause of a bitter 
fight between the wealthy residents of 
Radnor, Wayne, Villanova, and surround- 
ing towns and C. B. Quigley, the pro- 
prietor. The question at issue is whether 
the Sorrel Horse shall be granted a license 
for the sale of liquor. 

Arrayed against the proprietor of the inn 
are the most influential men in that sec- 
tion of the suburbs. Fighting for the re- 
tention of the old landmark in all its glory 
is a large number of the old-time residents. 
Sorrel Horse Tavern was built in 1763, Tra- 
dition says that many Generals of the 
Revolution often slept there. 

J, Gardner Cassatt, one of those opposing 
the license, said to-day that the place had 


caused much trouble and drunkenness in 
the vicinity, and that it would be much 
better to shut it up. 

Mr. Quigley blamed the opposition to 
political reasons. *‘ Thé Pennsylvania Rail- 
road people,’’ he said, ‘‘ who are in control, 
have done several things which shows what 
their object is. Their officers, whom they 
caused to be elected, abolished the school 
here, and now the children are obliged to 
go to Wayne. Their fares bring a neat rev- 
enue fo the road. Another instance is the 
paving of the roads. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad clique took the contract, and gets 
the stone from the railroad quarries and 
hauls it here over its lines.”’

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“CONDITIONS ON THE ISTHMUS.” 

' Are we actually at war with Colombia? 
If a state of war does not exist, the dis- 
patches: from Washington are unintel- 
ligible. High officers of the Navy De- 
partment were in consultation on Friday, 


_and the conclusion was reached that “if 


present conditions on the Isthmus of 
Panama continued” we must send rein- 
forcements. It is stated in the dispatches 
that Brig. Gen. ELLiort, commandant 
of the Marine Corps, will sail aboard the 
Dixie when that vessel goes South, with 
a new battalion of marines to be assem- 
bled at Philadelphia. The curious an- 
nouncement is added that “Gen, EL- 
LioTr has been anxious for some days 
to have a field command, and it is the 
present intention of the officials to grant 
his request.” If a “field command” is 
to be given to gratify the ambition of 
Gen. ELLIoTT, it must be that war either 
exists or that in the judgment of the 
Navy Department it will speedily break 
out. 

Another announcement was made, still 
more curious. “‘In view of the growing 
complications over the Panama situa- 
tion” the Navy Department deems it 
“inadvisable longer to announce the 
plans of the department with the free- 
dom shown during the past few weeks.” 
This must surely be war. In time of 
peace the Navy Department exercises no 
such caution. The public is freely and 
fully informed, purely as a matter of 
routine, of the orders given and of the 
movements of our ships of war. During 
the Spanish war the plans and opera- 
tions determined upon by the War Board 
were, of course, kept secret. But we 
were then avowedly at war. Are we now 
really at war but without avowing it? 

The expeditions of reconnoissance dis- 
patched by Admiral CoGHLAN to the 
coast of Colombia would bring on a war 
very quickly if Colombia were of “@ur 
size.”” Absolutely the only right or duty 
we have upon the Isthmus under the 
treaty of 1846 is to protect the freedom 
of transit over the Panama Railroad and 
along the line of the proposed canal. We 
have no better right or authority to dis- 
patch warships to the distant Colombian 
coast and to send naval officers ashore 
to hunt for Colombian troops than we 
should have to take similar measures 
upon the coast of France, England, or 
Germany. The operations of Admiral 
COGHLAN, under orders, of course, and 
the conferences and conclusions of the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, give unex- 
pected point and force to Senator Mor- 
GAN’s resolution declaring that the action 
of the President amounts to a declara- 
tion of war against Colombia. The 
President has no Constitutional authori- 
ty to make or declare war without the 
consent of Congress. 

Should the new treaty with Panama 
-be ratified by the Senate, however, the 
situation will be changed. Article I. of 
that instrument declares: “The United 
States guarantees and will maintain the 
independence of the Republic of Pan- 
ama.” This is a much broader grant of 
authority, it implies the assumption of a 
far more serious obligation than there is 
warrant for in the old treaty with New 
Granada. The protection of transit over 
the Panama Railroad involves no neces- 
sity for distant expeditions to the Colom- 
bian coast. If we undertake to guaran- 
tee, not merely peace and order within 
a narrow zone along the railroad, but 
the independence of the entire Republic 
of Panama, the President will have much 
better reasons than he now has for dis- 
patching ships of war carrying armed 
marines to the territorial waters of the 
Republic of Colombia. The War Depart- 
ment could then call upon Congress for 
appropriations to defray the cost of 
maintaining 2a considerable standing 
army on the Isthmus. To such policies, 
to such risks and such expenditures we 
shall stand committed if the Panama 
treaty is ratified. 

It is going to be an enormously costly 
canal before we are through with it, 
much more costly than the Nicaragua 
Canal. We are to pay Panama $10,000,- 
000, and we are to pay the Frenchmen 
$40,000,000. According to the lowest es- 
timate of the Isthmiag Commission it 
will cost us $144,000,000 to complete the 
work of construction. The prediction is 
made on good authority that we really 
know nothing about the cost of finishing 
the canal: We have before us at least 
$200,000,000 of expenditure “in sight.” 

‘Warned by the experience of De Lzs- 
BEPs, we must take into consideration 
the possibility that it may cost, not 


-* $144,000,000, but twice that sum to carry 


the ditch to completion. Beyond that, we 
have the cost of ‘war operations by sea 


_* ‘and land, and “present conditions on the 
_ Isthmus ” admonish us that we must by 


no means leave that item out of ac- 
count. Altogether we may find ourselves 


“in for” an expenditure of $400,000,000, | 
which is the amount the~ Frenchmen 
have already sunk in this ill-starred un- 
dertaking. ; 

With a Treasury deficit impending in 
the next fiscal year, as pointed out by 
Secretary Suaw,* with financial condi- 
tions confronting us which may serious- 
ly narrow the market for 2 “per cent. 
canal bonds, with customs duties so high 
that they exelude imports and thus di- 
minish the Government income, with in- 
ternal revenue laws from the operation 
of which we have recently excepted arti- 
cles bringing in a revenue of $40,000,000 
annually, and with our yearly expendi- 
ture increasing in nearly every depart- 
ment of the Government, it is perhaps 
not a favorable time for entering upon 
the construction of this canal under 
“present conditions on the Isthmus.” If 
the treaty is ratified President Roosz- 
VELT will instantly commit us to all these 
costs and risks. 
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GEN. WOOD. 

The indications all point to confirma- 
tion of the nomination of Gen. LEoNARD 
Woop to the rank of Major General. 
Now that the inquiry set on foot in the 
agoet committee seems to have been 
eXhausted in the direction of hearing tes- 
timony as to the General’s conduct in a 
semi-civil post, the question of the ap- 
pointment from a military point of view 
will be taken up, and on this side Gen. 
Woop has the powerful support of the 
President and the See¢retary of War. 
The Senate is not likely to resist this. 

Secretary Root has laid before the 
committee of the Senate a full explana- 
tion of the policy adopted in the promo- 
tion of Gen. Woop to be a Brigadier Gen- 
eral and his nomination to be Major Gen- 
eral. While, as we say, it will probably 
be conclusive with the Senate, we fear 
that it will not be so with the officers 
of the army. Mr. Roor intimates that 
the alternative to the promotion of Gen. 
Woop was the selection of a man from 
among officers who have arrived at the 
period “‘ when their careers are about to 
close, when they have passed the period 
of initiative, of ambition, and strenuous 
exertion, and have come to the period 
of comparative repose.” That is a view 
that will hardly be accepted in the 
army. The alternative does not seem so 
simple. If it were, much might be said 
for the promotion of Gen, Woop. He has 
had an extremely creditable career so 
far, and has made good use of unusual 
opportunities. It is. simply absurd to 
say that he has had purely military ex- 
perience or demonstrated capacity for 
military efficiency so far beyond the 
ordinary as to justify—much less com- 
pel—his advancement in the unprece- 
dented degree and manner contemplated 
by the President. If it were possible to 
secure from the Senate an intelligent 
and impartial judgment based on con- 
siderations relating solely to the good 
of the service, we do not think that the 
nomination would be confirmed, 
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RIGID ELASTICITY. 

It is a little curious at this late date 
to hear Senator ALLISON, a very old Sén- 
ator who has had much to do with cur- 
rency legislation, declaring to the Bank- 
ers’ Club of Chicago that the National 
banks “can increase their circulation at 
will,” and that all they need to secure 
adequate elasticity for their circulation 
is the repeal of the limit of $3,000,000 a 
month to withdrawals, 

Undoubtedly that limit should be re- 
pealed. It was enacted under the influ- 
ence of the absurd notion that the bank- 
ers were liable to engage in a conspiracy 
to make money scarce in order to make 
it dear. But when the repeal is got, the 
elasticity of the circulation will be far 
from complete. It will still depend not 
on the demands of legitimate business 
alone, gs it should, but on those demands 
and the price of United States bonds. 
The two may work together, but there is 
not the slightest reason to expect that 
they always will, and there have been 
many occasions when they did not, 

The Senator says that there will not be 
any changes in the monetary system in 
the present Congress, but we are confi- 
dent that changes must come, and in the 
direction of making the banknote circu- 
lation more accurately ond readily re- 
sponsive to the requirements of business, 
whether for expansion or contraction. 


VERY NATURAL. 

Brailsford is an Egglish name ail 
right and Ebbw Vale cannot exist out- 
side of Wales, but if Mr. BRAILsronp, 
Chairman of the Ebbw Vale Steel, Iron 
and Coal Company is not a native of 
Pennsylvania, he has fully absorbed the 
spirit of that highly protected commu- 
nity. ’ 

Some days since Mr. BRAILSForD, in 
his capacity as “one of our greatest ex- 
perts,” furnished to Mr. CHAMBERLAIN a 
harrowing description of the desperate 
conditions due to the baleful effect of 
foreign tariffs. ‘The steel trade,” he 
explained, “is rapidly going and much 
of it is already gone.” To which The 
South Wales Daily News, a journal of 
his own part of the country, replied by 
reprinting Mr. BRAILsFoRD’s address to 
his shareholders made only last June. 
In this he had announced that the as- 
sets of his company had doubled within 
the last eleven years; that the annual 
output of pig iron had increased by 
40,000 tons, and the output of finishe® 
steel by the same amount, and that the 
net annual profits for ten years before 
1892 had been $2,500, while for the eleven 
years since they had been $250,000. The 
dividing line between thé two periods 
happens to have been the year of the 
passage of the McKinley tariff, which 
Mr. BRAILSFORD regards as sure.to ruin 
the iron and steel trade unless England 
puts on protective duties, — 

It is now some six years ago that a

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representative of a great Pittsburg steel 
concern, returning from a visit to Wash- 
ington, where he had assured the Ways 
and Means Committee that it would be 
disastrous to his industry if the duties 
of the Wilson tariff weré not largely ad- 
vanced, pointed out to a friend a furnace 
that had been completed a few years. 
“And the beauty of it is,” he added, 
“that it paid its entire cost in the first 
year.” 


HIGH-PRICED COTTON. 

The “general jollification’” in Mem- 
phis and other centres of raw cotton 
speculation over the fact that the staple 
has responded to large supporting orders 
from the bull contingent and heavy cov- 
ering purchases from the shorts, and 
reached the highest price attained at 
this dath in something over twenty years, 
shows how the judgment is shaped by 
the point of view. Cotton under spec- 
ulative manipulation at a price which 
will operate to paralyze many branches 
of the cotten manufacturing industry is 
less a cause for congratulation than it 
may appear to those who are now count- 
ing profits. Many millions of dollars 
invested in mill property and machinery 
are jeopardized by the position of raw 
cotton, and the gains of the South in 
the price of its staple product are likély 
to be offset by the losses on manufac- 
turing account and the checking of in- 
dustrial development. This would seem 
to warrant something other than and 
very different from public rejoicing over 
conditions which, however momentarily 
advantageous to some, are causing grave 
anxiety to hundreds of thousands de- 
pending upon the cotton industry. 

That a price for cotton so high as to 
check consumption and necessitate a 
general reduction of cotton mill wages 
below the standard of comfortable liv- 
ing, and in many instances to close mills 
and throw their labor into idleness, is 
advantageous to the South at this time, 
or at any time, may be questioned. It 
will powerfully stimulate British efforts 
to develop competing sources of supply, 
and while climatic and other conditions 
oppose difficulties in the way of the 
success of such efforts, these may be 
overcome with greater ease than has 
been assumed by those who have be- 
lieved that this country has a natural 
monopoly of the world’s cotton supply. 
The commercial aspects of the matter 
are also worthy of consideration. It is 
much easier in existing conditions to ma- 
nipulate a speculative advance in cotton 
than to effect and sustain a correspond- 
ing advance in the price of cotton fabrics, 
Before the ratio is established the losses 
are likely to be very heavy. The fact 
that exporters are not looking for orders 
at present prices is significant. We 
understand very well that even undis- 
puted ethical considerations do not dom- 
inate the course of speculation; but when 
the results of speculation are what we 
see them to be at the moment in the 
case of raw cotton, anything of the na- 
ture of “ general jollification,” even on 
‘change, might with propriety and ad- 
vantage be dispensed with. 


A PSYCHIC PUZZLE. 

As the result of a church case of con- 
siderable perplexity in Utica it is 
learned that there survives in that cul- 
tured and urbane municipality, its pinna- 
cles yet glowing like weathercocks after 
sunset with memories of the inflammable 
Roscoe CONKLING, a doctor of medicine 
who believes that a powder composed of 
ipecac, opium, and potash will cure dys- 
pepsia. That is what he prescribed for 
a female boarding-house keeper of the 
mature age of fifty-five, her malady 
having presumably grown up through 
the course of her professional experience 
and as a result of participation in the 
fare which year after year she spread 
forth, not with the intention but with 
the effect no doubt of gradually under- 
mining the constitutions of her clientage 
as well as her own. 

In the case of a doctor’s préscription, 
ordinarily the patient takes it and gets 
well, or gets worse and dies, and nothing 
more is thought about it. But in the 
present instance symptoms and compli- 
cations followed on the taking of the 
remedy to which medical records supply 
no parallel. Every time the lady took 
one of these powders she became some- 
body else. While in this psychic trans- 
lation she had no consciousness of her 
normal self, and when that was restored 
to her had no remembrance of the other 
one or what she did while under its co- 
ercion. 

What she really did was to write 
anonymous letters, curiously enough ac- 
cusatory of herself and also bristling 
with the most sinister inculpation of oth- 
ers. She would not have known that 
she was the author of these if it had not 
been that the stationery on which they 
were written corresponded in texture, 
size, color, and water mark with some 
which she had hidden away up in the 
garret. Putting this and that together 
and heeding an apt pastoral suggestion, 
the lady came around to the notion that 
she had really written the mysterious 
letters herself while under a spell that 
transiently destroyed her identity. These 
spells came whenever she took one of 
the powders, and the amount of episto- 
lary activity which they inspired sur- 
prised her other self very much when 


‘she came to examine its results. 


The lady had been an exemplary 
church member and worker for many 
years, and this revelation of her dual 
character under therapeutic influences 
imparted an agitating shock to the con- 
gregation, which proceeded to turn her 
out immediately and withdraw from her 
the hand of fellowship. The incident no 
doubt presents a variety of useful les- 
sons, but the one first in importance is 
that the attempt to cure boarding house 
dyspepsia of the type showing itself in 
the pent-up Utica, which still does not 
contract the: we of that disorder, 
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may be followed by the most injurious 
consequences, ‘Church, State, and society 
running risk of participating in its evil 
fruits, > 

The story of dual natures in the same 
visible and bodily aspect has beén va- 
riously told in romance and fantasy, car+ 
tying to plain folks not much serious 
meaning, and the tale of the Utica dame 
exhibiting so flagrant a case of it will 
not probably cast any new light on @ 
matter so obscure and set .round with 
such an array of psychological difficul- 
ties. In stress of defeat a publican poll- 
tician of that city in old days asked 
“What he was going to dé now?” said 
“‘T am going back to Utica to keep tav- 
ern like ——" Perhaps history requires 
Buffalo, but it does not matter. A like re- 


solve, with the expletive left off in def-/ 


erence to the piety of her tradition and 
old practice, would befit the lady in the 
case of her boarding house. But she

The report of the commission selected by 
Gov. Roosevett, of which he was the 
Chairman, was so careful, thorough, 
far-sighted, and convincing that it 
aroused public sentiment and created 
public opinion which found expression in 
the immense majority given to the canal 
project last Fall. While his eminent as- 
sociates in that commission are entitled 
to a full share of credit, he was the lead- 
ing spirit, and his keen and broad mind 
and untiring energy left a deep impres- 
sion on the work. It would be extremely 
desirable to have the benefit of his co- 
operation in the actual execution of the 


plan. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Many if not all the difficult and tm- 
portant problems connected with the control 
of immigration are involved in the case cf 
the big Slav, upon whose pecullarities we 
have already commented. The immigration 
authorities, it is reported, have decided to 
send him back to Europe, and this, In a 
way, solves the difficulties created by his 
amusing refusal to trust himself alone among 
the wild Americans of whom some cruel 
jokers had told him terrible stories, but 
that the way is the best way, or even a 
good one, either for the man or the coun- 
try, is something more than doubtful. For 
those who have seen PaLosynaR—or TOLG- 
NAR, or whatever his name may be—have 
acquired the impression that he is an en- 
tirely amiable giant—not an intellectual 
wonder by any means, but not much more 
of a fool than anybody must necessarily 
be who is utterly destitute of knowledge 
of the world. His only fault, so far as dis- 
covered, is complete ignorance of everything 
outside of the mountain village where he 
was brought up, and this is a fault that 
would probably soon be remedied if some 
friendly and patient person took him in 
hand and led him into the light slowly 
enough to avold blinding his unaccustomed 
eyes. He has strength and health, much 
simple piety of an obviously sincere sort, 
and a gentleness of manner and behavior 
which is only Interrupted when he thinks 
himself in personal danger from the queer 
and as yet incomprehensible people among 
whom accident has thrown him. There is 
little to indicate that he would not, if op- 
portunity were provided, apply his enor- 
mous strength to the earnings of an honest 
livelihood by hard work, and his presence 
would create none of the dangers to our 
peace and comfort that often result from 
the 
men, Therefore do we incline to the opin- 
ion that it will be a mistake to send the 
giant home. He is the rawest of raw ma- 
terial, indeed, but it seems to be of good 
quality—far too good to be rejected or 
wasted when we are forced to do the best 
we can with so much’ material that has 
been very thoroughly cooked, to the de- 
struction, moré or less nearly complete, of 
ita digestibility. It would be, we think, a 
deed of patriotism as well as of philan- 
thropy for some judicious person to save 
the giant from deportation by giving him 
work that he could and would do in a calm 
and rural place where he gould learn new 
things a few at a time. At least the ju- 
dicious person might do some investigating. 

—A correspondent of our SATURDAY Rp- 
vinw, after telling how everybody whom he 
knew in England in the early sixties seemed

Be- 
yond our northern border there can to-day 
be found not a few people, descendants of 
those whom we call’ Tories and they Loyal- 
ists, who still take pleasure in pricking 
themselvés to rage against the United 
States with the thorns that tore their fa- 
thers and drove them into exile. They have 
real wrongs and barbarous outrages to re- 
member—and they remember them and put 
them in their textbooks, just as we do. Men 
are much alike, all over the world, and for 
une of them to be surprised at anybody else 
is rarely possible except when circumstances 
and common qualities are ignored. 


——What seems to be an accurate, and in 
some respects important, preseritation of 
Colombia's feelings and intentions as re- 
gards Panama, is made in a letter from 
Barranquilla printed by The Buffalo Ex- 
press. According to this authority—the 
author of the letter is an American, appa- 
rently somewhat worried about his own 
safety—the Colombians are desperately in 
earnest in thelr purpose to recover the 
Isthmus if they can, at any expense. 
“Gens, ORTIZ and Novo,” says the writ- 
er, ‘‘ both have small armies near the Pan- 
ama line and are making every prepara- 
tion for an invasion. The Cartagena and 
the Penzona, Colombian cruisers, have 
landed their men. Camps have been pre- 
pared, and a base of supplies will be estab- 
lished. It is my belief that the San Blas 
Indians, ordinarily hostile, have been thor- 
oughly placated, and they will refuse to 
deliver any information to scouting parties 
from American ships.” Of the Colombians 
it is then said that “they not only feel 
outraged over the occurrences in Panama, 
but they feel hurt. That is the word that 
best describes their sentiments, that the 
great country to which they had looked 
as friend and protector has not only 
turned against them, but has aided one of 
their departments in a hostile act, seces- 
sion. The Colombia are aroused, and, 
unless there is a change not now suspected 
and springing from some source hitherto 
not calculated upon, war seems certain.”’ 
All this is under date of Dec. 4, and hap- 
penings since then have justified the writ- 
er’s predictions to a considerable degree. 


—Mr. BRYAN shows a most charming 
breadth of mind and a most admirable 
catholicity of taste in the selection of nota- 
bilities and notorieties to visit in Europe. 
He draws no lines, apparently, religiqus, 
political, or philosophic, but knocks at 
every door, and it must be said that at 
each, so far as known, he receives a cor- 
dial welcome. It is evident enough that he 
is taken abroad for an American both emi- 
nent and representative—a fact calculated 
to cause thought, slightly anxfous. But, 
however cpinions of Mr. BRYAN may vary 
here at home, he is certainly so carrying 
himself in other lands as to make a dis- 
tiuctly favorable impression, and to cast 
credit rather than discredit upon the rest 
of us. It’s a very queer situation that is 
thus created with a prospect that Mr. 
BRYAN will win new respect in this coun- 
try, where he has long been extremely 
well known, by going to countries where 
the notions as to his exact character and 
quality are very vague and mostly inac- 
curate, 


LEASING OF INDIAN LANDS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of the 9th inst. the editor 
of * Topics of the Times’ made some com- 
ments upon certain remarks of mine made 
in the presence of the National Indian As- 
sociation at its annual meeting on the even- 
ing of the 6th inst, Your journal has kind- 
ly given space to correspondents who have 
made replies. I rejoice at the discussion, 
for interesting information has been 
brought out. 

May I add a few lines? In my remarks I 
was endeavoring to make the point that 
through the system which allowed the In- 
dian allottee to lease his allotment to an 
enterprising white man, the plan of Con- 
gress, as embodied in the law, and of the 
Indian Office at Washington, which is try- 
ing to wisely execute the law, was being 
thwarted. The Indian (male) was never 
fond of work, he hunted and fished, raced 
his ponies, and fought the battles of his 
tribe. The women did the work, what little 
of it was done. Under the old order of 
things “the dead Indian was the best In- 
dian,’’ as was often said, and they were 
hunted down by the soldiers whenever there 
was an outbreak, but the Government 
found that killing them was a very expen- 
sive job—it was too costly, so they were 
shut in upon reservations and fed and 
clothed at Government expensa, but this 
did not work well, for the Indian deteri- 
orated through such an idle life—he had no 
game to hunt and was not allowed to get 
up a war with a neighboring tribe. 

Gen. Grant, when he became President, 
felt a profound pity for the poor fellows 
and instituted the “ peace policy,” which, 
with modifications, is now being followed. 
Under this general policy and through the 
effect of the Dawes lands in severalty law, 
the Indian question is reaching a solution, 
but, alas, the evils which have developed 
have caused sad misgivings on the part of 
the friends of the Indians. Senator Dawes 
said at one of the Mohonk Indian confer- 
ences, after the law had been in operation a 
dozen or more years, that he was not sure 
of the wisdom of many of its provisions. 

Government is expending $3,500,000 a year 
for education and industrial training for 
Indian youth. In the Government schools, 
missionary schools, schools of the five ciy- 
ilized tribes, Indian schools in our own 


State, there are in ail perhaps 48,000 India:

Every stage of thelr progress presents a new 
problem; fle there is no possibility of their 
going back to wild Indian life, yet if they are 
not guarded, instructed, and Christianized 
there is danger of their sinking to a deeper 
degradation than they were in their wild state. 

When visiting the Cheyenne and Arapaho 
reservation, several years ago, before it 
was broken up and wit ed out as a reserva- 
tion, this same Mr. gar, who has given 
his life to the betterment of the Indian, 
informed me of his efforts running through 
many years to instruct his wards into hab- 
its of thrift, and to the accumulation of 4 
little property. He illustrated his story 
with incidents of individuals. Among others 
he pointed out a fine specimen of an Indian 
of perhaps thirty-five ag oe who was at 
the time the head of the local Indian po- 
lice. This man he had instructed in the 
care of live stock and had helped him work 
up a herd of fifty or more beef cattle. He 
was using him as an object lesson, an 
really thought he was meeting with some 
success, but on an occasion, when food was 
@ little more scarce than usual, a goodly 
number of families of his tribe moved their 
tepees into the neighborhood of his grazing 
cattle and did not leave until the last steer 
was slain and eaten. The owner raised no 
objection—he did not say that the cattle 
were his private property and must not be 
touched. To the contrary, they slaughtered 
them and sat down together and devoured 
them even to the last one. Such has been 
the custom among the Indians from time 
immemorial. An Indian tribe holds its 
roperty in common, there is no mine and 
hine. If one gets ahead of another they 
turn in and eat him down to the level of 
all. Time is reauired to change the cus- 
toms of a race which have existed for ages. 

Would that his white neighbors could 
share with him some of their selfishness.

PARKHURST ON “PARSIPAL” 


Says Opera Is “ Blasphemy ” After 
Carefully Reading Libretto. - 


Evening Sermon Devoted to Discussion 
of the Book of Genesis, Written by 
“ Children in Religion Who 
Colored Matters. 


The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst preach@i yester.« 
day morning in the Madison Squar8é Presby-~ 
terian Church from the text, “And the 
Word was. made flesh and dwelt among 
us." In the course of a plea for a fuller 
recognition of the divinity of Christ he 
said: 

‘““We sometimes speak of the ‘ divine- 
ness’ of Christ without knowing what we 
ourselves understand by it. I do not quite 
see how we can mean anything by ‘ divine- 
ness’ unless we mean almost everything; 
by it. The Christian religion, the religion 
with such a Being as its central source 
and power, is an immense thing when we 
commence interpreting it by the declara- 
tions of the Gospel and by the require~ 
ments of our stricken humanity. 

“So understood, the words of Christ's 
law are a voice from the great white 
throne. So understood, the lessons He gave 
are the long,. solemn silence of ali the old 
ages of God breaking forth into speech, 
So understood, the scene on Calvary, the 
blood that was shed, the sacramental sup- 
per, all compose a tragedy that for awful 
sublimity and tnutterable pathos human 
words cannot touch and dare not approach, 


Piayfully to finger such scenes is sacri- 
lege; to dra:natize them is blasphemy.” 

After the service Dr. Parkhurst was 
asked whether, in making this reference 
to ‘ Parsifal,” he did so after informing 
himself concerning the language of the 
opera. He replied: 

“Tt have read the text of the wore aoe 
word. I did not feel that I would be justi- 
fied in publicly denouncing it until 1 had 
read it and knew what I was talking about. 
I admit that I was previously unfavorably 
disposed toward the work—prej ced 
against it, if you please—but I would pet 
have ventured to publicly condemn it with- 
out knowledge. ow that I have read the 
text, my opinion is what was expressed in 
my sermon this mcrning.”’ 

in the evening Dr. Parkhurst, preaching 
from the text, “ And they heard the voice 
of the Lord God, walking in the garden in 
the cool of the day,”’ said: 

“The people who wrote Genesis were 
children in religion who were apt to color 
matters. God walking in the garden was 
not an actuality. But it appeared so to 
their minds. It is the same as the con- 
science of the people here. The best part 
of preaching is not done by the preacher, 
but by the conscience. A preacher’s words 
and thoughts are not a stringing of new 
heartstrings, but a playing on old ones. 

“ Thus while it does not follow that all 
who have heard the words of the pulpit 
during the year like what is said, not 3 per 
cent. withhold their approval and moral 
support. The pulpit is not here to crowd 
things on you, but to think aloud thoughts 
men and women are already thinking.’

Last of Its Series of Sunday Conéerts at 
Carnegie Hali—Mr. Thibaud, Soloist. 


The New York Symphony Orchestra@ 
brought its present series of Sunday aft- 
ernoon concerts to.a close with its fifth 
performance, given yesterday in Care 
negie Hall. The weather § interfered 
somewhat with the fullness of the attend. 
ance, but those who were there heard 4 
singularly attractive concert. The orches< 
tra is rapidly ‘‘ finding itself”’ as regards 
the finish and euphony of its playing; spirit 
and energy were never lacking from the 
first, and yesterday it showed that it had 
advanced materially toward the acquires 
ment of some of the most excellent quall- 
ties of orchestral playing. The programme 
included Mendelssohn's ‘ Scotch” sym- 
phony, the extremely clever variations and 
fugue on “a merry theme” by Georg 
Schumann that Mr. Damrosch first brought 
forward some weeks ago, and a new sym- 
phonic poem, “The Sleeping Beauty,” by 
Alfred Bruneau. 

The symphony is one that has pretty 
well disappeared from the present-day con- 
cert repertory, but such spirited playing 
as Mr. Damrosch gave it makes it seem 
still alive.

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WILL BUY BRITISH RAILS 


Effect of Tariff Agitation on Lon- 
don County Council. 


Belgium, Which Sent the Lowest Bid, 
Iignored—Final Outcome of a 
Long Controversy.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—A rather striking 
effect of the tariff reform agitation is 
the determination of the London County 
Council to revise its policy in regard to 
the equipment of tram lines, and, in- 
stead of ordering rails from Belgium, 
from which country the lowest bid came, 
it will buy from a British firm. 

“The decision,’ said a member of the 
Council, “‘indicates how powerful are 
the forces: working in favor of tariff re- 
form.” 


The decision of the London County Cour- 
cil not to uy Belgian rails is the final 
outcomeé of a long controversy. 

The subject came up on vc. 8 and a 
motion to refer the matter to the Highways 
Committee was adopted. 

In moving the resolution Col. Rotton said 
the workingmen of England required to 
have as much work as they could get dur- 
ing the coming Winter, and therefore the 


. question of sending work abroad became a 


burning one. From information he h re- 
ceived, said Col. Rotton, he found that the 
bye ea paid by the firm which was manu- 
facturing the Council's rails were—for fore- 
men, 9d: to 12d. per hour; for what were 
known as first hands, 6d. to 9d. per hour, 
and for laborers and all others, 3444. to 5d. 
per hour. Were these, he would ask, the 
rates which were imposed upon English 
contractors? 

The Council, said Col. Rotton, had sent 
two contracts to Belgium representing a 
total sum of £75,619. About 50 per cent. of 
that would be paid to the workmen, the 
other half going for profit and material. 
That meant that £37,879 had béen lost to 
English workmen. At the rate of 30s. a week 
that amount would have given employment 
to 25,610 men for one week, or 485 men for 
a whole year. Therefore, 485 men had, by 
reason of this contract, been unemployed 
for one year in the steel trade of England. 


ANARCHY IN SANTO DOMINGO. 


It Is Expected the United States Wil! 
Have to Intervene—Trouble in 
Haiti, Too. 


f£AN JUAN, Dec. 20.—The Cuban steamer 
Julia, from Santo Domingo and Haiti, ar- 
rived here to-day, having on board Seftor 
Espaillat, ex-Minister of War of Santo Do- 
mingo; Commander Perez of the Dominican 
Army, Capt. Seirra, Col. Espaillat, and 
other supporters of ex-President Wos y Gil. 

The Julia also brought Juan Medina, a 
Porto Rican who has been appointed by the 
Provisional Government of Santo Domingo 
as Consul General in Porto Rico in succes- 


sion to Sefior Morales. The latter, how- 
ever, refuses to surrender his office, claim- 
ing that the Provisional Government has 
not been recognized by the United States. 
He has turned over the effects of the Con- 
sular office to Sefior Galvan, a son of the 
ex-Dominican Minister of Finance. Sefior 
Medina will appeal to Gov. Hunt to-morrow 
for official recognition. 

The supporters of Gen. Wos y Gil held a 
long conference to-day. 

The members of the party arriving on 
the Julia express the belief that the in- 
tervention of the United States in the af- 
tairs of Santo Domingo will be 
necessary in the near future. They declare 
that a crisis is rapidly approaching, and 
that the Provisional Government finds ft 
impossible to negotiate loans. 

he Julia brought news that ex-Presi- 
dent Jiminez is now at Monte Cristi; that 
ex-Vice President Deschamps is in control 
of Porto Plata, and that Gens, Morales 
and Caceres are fortifying the City of San- 
to Domingo. 

It is said that an attempt was recently 
made to kill Gen. Jiminez, and that Gen. 
Caceres lives in imminent danger of as- 
sassination. 

According to reports brought from Haiti 
a revolution is feared there, which may 
result in the assdssination or at least the 
imprisonment of several Ministers and dele- 
gates. 

The chief of the French bank at Port-au- 
Prince has been imprisoned. 

The attitude of the people of Haiti to- 
ward President Nord is decidedly threaten- 
ing, as they allege that he has been guilty 
of embezzling public funds. 


It was stated in July last that there was a 
serious conflict between President Nord 
and the Chamber, the outcome of an alleged 
discovery of extensive frauds in the issue 
of Haitian Government securities, the 
amount involved being $200,000. 


RUSSIAN OPINIUNS ON JEWS. 





Varied Views of Provincial Governors in 
Their Reports to the Government. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YORE TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Déc. 21.—The Times’s Rus- 
gian correspondents say further details 
are available in regard to the reports 
from the Governors of provinces in 
which Jews are allowed to reside. 

Notable among the reports is that of 
the Governor of Vilna, who exposes the 
evils which follow the crowding of the 
Jews together and pleads for better edu- 
cational facilities. He wants a theologi- 
cal institution so as to bring out a class 
of trained rabbis and prevent rabbis 
from being deficient in education and in- 
fluence. 

A number of. reports deals largely with 
the Jews as agriculturists. The Govern- 
ors differ in their views. 

The Governor of Podolia says the Jews 
are failures as farmers, and the Govern- 
or of Vilna practically agrees with him. 
The Governor of Minsk sees no differ- 
ence between Jews and Christians. 

The Governor of Cherson thinks the 
Jews are doing well on farms and that 
they should be encouraged. His report 
is remarkable because he is a strong 


anti-Semite. 

The Russian Government recently sent a 
circular letter to the Governors of all 
the provinces in which Jews are allowed 
to reside, asking their opinion as to the 
laws relating to the Jews, the necessity of 
codifying them, and what alterations 
should be made. A commission is being 
appointed to deal with all these replies and 
to codify the laws relating to the Jews 
throughout the empire. Prince Obolensky, 
ex-Governor of Kharkoff, will be President 
of the commission, 

Most of the replies are said to be un- 
favorable to the Jews, some Governors 
even asking that Jews be completely exiled 
from the provinces under their jurisdiction. 
A minority of the Governors, however, 
wrote urging that all special laws aimed 

ainst the Jews be abrogated.

Urussoff, the new Governor of Bessarabia, 
in which province Kishineff is situated.

Reason for the Degradation of the Direc- 
tor of Northern Railways. 


TIEN-TSIN, Dec. 20.—The reason for the 
degradation of Chang-Yi, Director of 
Northern Railways, and the taking from 
him of all his honors, as cabled yesterday, 
is that in 1900 he sold the valuable mines 
at Kai-Ping. 

Chang-Yi has two months’ grace, dur- 
ing which he is expected again to bring the 
mines under Chinese control. Should he 


fail to do this, further punishment awaits 
him. 


Kai-Ping is a town seventy-four miles 
northeast of Tien-Tsin, with which it is 
connected by rail. Near it are the rich 
coal mines of Tang-Shan, yielding from 
1,006 to 1,200 tons daily. -

“The Maccabean Rebellion” at 
the Hebrew Orphan Asylum. 


All Costumes, Weapons, Scenery, and 
Stage Settings the Handiwork of 
the Institution’s Inmates. 


“The Maccabean ' Rebellion,” a religious 
drama in four acts, was rendered by the 
children of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street and 
Amsterdam Avenue, yesterday afternoon in 
the presence of a large gathering of mem- 
bers and friends of the institution. 

There were 127 children in the cast, rang- 
ing in age from five to fifteen years, 
trained to their parts and lines so well that 
the prompter had little work to do. But 
the handiwork of those in the cast reflected 
more credit upon them than their acting, 
for all the costumes, swords, shields, hel- 
mets, scenery, and stage settings were 
made by them from the raw material. It 
took weeks to accomplish this, but the re- 
sult was more than satisfactory, and the 
ayplause the amateur Thespians received 
was unbounded, 

The main hall of the building was trans- 
formed for the occasion into a theatre, 
with a stage, footlights, and drop curtain, 
and seats were provided for a thousand 
fpectators, 

The opening scene of the drama was laid 
in the City of Modin, wherein 167 B.C. open 
resistance to the cruelties of Antiochus 
and his attempts to convert the Jews to 
Hellenism was made. Thé priest Matta- 
thias and his five brave sons raised the 
banner of revolt and struck the first blow 
in the great war for freedom, which cul- 
minated in the establishment of Judean 1n- 
dependence, The second act represented one 
of a long series of battles where a mere 
handful of Jews, inspired by their cause, 
by the heroism of their commanders, and 
by their faith in God, cut to pieces an army 
many times their number. The third act 
brought the army of Israel from the vic- 
torious field of Betsur to Jerusalem, where 
they wrested the temple from the hands of 
their enemies, cleansed it, and held a feast 
of dedication. 

Since that time the feast has been cele- 
brated yearly by the Jews, who call it the 
feast of Chanuka, and last night marked 
the closing of the feast. At the conclusion 
of the play the chitiren assembled in the 
Synagogue, where services were read by 
Acting Superintendent Rudolph I. Coffee, 
after which the festival candles were 
lighie’. These candles are symbolic of ithe 
flask of ofl which was found in the temple 
after it had been recaptured. Placing it

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
William 8. Blake. 

Wiliam 8, Blake, well known for a gener- 
ation as a teacher, died on Saturday from 
an organic disease from which he had 
been suffering for a year, and which was 
aggravated recently by a severe attack of 
the grip. He died at his residence, in East 
Kighty-fifth Street, 

Mr. Blake was fifty-two years of age. 
He was born in the western part of this 
State. Hig father was a Methodist min- 
ister, and Mr. Blake was educated with a 
view of himself entering the ministry. In 
1876 he was graduated from Wesleyan 
University, and then attended Yale Di- 
vinity School. 

After being ordained he served first as 
pastor of a country church, and then ac- 
cepted a call to a Methodist Episcopal 
church in One Hundred and Fourth 8treet, 
in this city.

Enos N. Taft, a well-known lawyer, died 
at his home, 134 St. James Place, Brook- 
lyn, on Saturday.

The business upon the Stock Exchange 
fast week was unusually concentrated. 
Twelve stocks contributed 2,177,486 
shares to the total sales of 2,630,640 
Shares. If the market were natural the 
twelve stocks ought to include at least 
one decline, for assuredly there always 
‘will be declines, just as there were de- 
clines among the half million shares dis- 
tributed throughout the list, except the 
leading twelve. Their unanimous ad- 
Vance, therefore, supports the general 
idea that the advances were manipula- 
tive. This theory is supported by the 
fact that the largest advance was in 
the most artificial stock, 3% for Amal- 
@amated Copper, and the next largest, 
in the stock which led in activity, Steel 
preferred, which advanced 3%. The rest 
of the twelve, especially Booklyn Rapid 
‘Transit, Pennsylvania, Southern Pacific, 
Sugar, will be recognized as properties 
whose intrinsic values, whatever they 
may be, are not the chief factors in 
their market movements. It cannot be 
doubted that the advances recorded are 
highly gratifying to many people, but 
it cannot be added for the sake vot 
gratifying a much larger constituency 
that they reflected unanimity of opinion 
among investors that conditions warrant 
general improvement of prices. The best 
that can be done in that way is to 
Suggest that possibly the professional 
tra@ers are discounting prosperity, as 
they discounted the decline which has 
been registered. It may be so. When 
the facts appear they will find early 
and ample room for themselves in this 
place. Speaking of the list as a whole, 
59 stocks advanced at least a full point, 
and 28 declined. The week's largest 
advance was 18% for Lackawanna. 

Among the bonds 32 advanced and 18 
declined a point or more. Union Pa- 
cific convertibles, Steel 5 per cents, and 
Wabash Bs were the only descriptions 
to sell up to an aggregate of 500 bonds, 
and they each advanced. The week's 
aggregate bond market was disappoint- 
ing to those who look to see bonds give 
the first signs of an investment demand 
in te securities markets. The volume 
Was smaller than either the previous 
week or the same week last year, and 
yet the investment period is nearer 
and closer at hand. The liquidation in 
the stock market has attracted dispro- 
portionate attention. The decrease in 
the bond business is even more marked, 
exceeding $200,000,000 for the year thus 
far.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Business on the 
Stock Exchange last week was compara- 
tively inactive, owing to the approach of 
the Christmas holidays and the anxiety felt 
concerning affairs in the Far East. 

The opinion on the market was still that 
war between Russia and Japan would be 
avoided, and therefore sales were not 
heavy; in fact, there was an almost total 
absence of buying. All markets felt the 
influence of the depression. Curiously 
enough, the rumors regardin the situa- 
tion in the Far East had little effect on 
oe securities, and they remained 
steady. 

The feature of the week in the American 
market was the strong support accorded 
to railway securities as distinguished from 
industrials, and it looks as though when 
the political clouds clear there might be 
considerable investment in American rail- 
roads. 

The Kafir market was again sluggish, 
owing to the delay in settling the labor dif- 
ficulty in South Africa. 


THE MANCHESTER MARKET. 
MANCHESTER, Dec. 20.—The absorbing 
feature of the cloth market durirg the past 
week was the violent and inexplicable agi- 


tation in American cotton on the Liverpool 
market. Consequently the é¢loth business 
was to a great extent at a standstill, caus- 
ing much uneasiness and anxiety. The in- 
creased cost of production prevented the 
acceptance of many offers. 

There were occasional transactions in 
medium and low qualities for India. China 
staples were in poor request, ‘while some 
descriptions of fancy goods met with a fair 
inquiry. 

The trade in yarns was very limited, spin- 
ners asking prohibitive prices as a protec- 
tion against the vagaries of the cotton mar- 
ket.

FOUL STRIKE RULE DISCUSSED. 


American League May Not Abandon It 
If Joint Conference Is in Fa- 
vor of Rule. 


Although the foul strike rule, which has 
been a bone of contention between the 
major baseball leagues, since its adoption 
eleven months ago, was unanimously re- 
scinded by the American League delegates 
at their annual meeting at Chicago last 
week, it does not follow that it wiil be 
abolished by the clubs in that organization 
during the playing season of 1904. 

Frank J. Farrell, Treasurer of the Great- 
er New York Basetall Club, and the prin- 
cipal stockholder in that organization, Ar- 
rived here yesterday from Chicago, where 
he had been attending the annual session. 
Farrell, with J. Kilfoyle of Cleveland, and 
Charles Comiskey of the Chicago club, 
are the members of the Rules Committee 
appointed to represent the American 
League in the joint conferences of similar 
committees from the National League and 
Natioral Association, at which all amend- 
ments to, or changes in, the uniform rules 
now governing the game must be made. 

When seen yesterday Mr. Farrell ex- 
pressed himself as being more than pleased 
with the action taken by the delegates on 
every matter of importance that was dis- 
cussed at their annual session, and he said 
that the outlook for the coming season was 
very promising. ‘‘ We had a good season 
in 1908, and while the Greater New York 
Club was handicapped in many ways, the 
financial results were perfectly satisfactory 
to every one concerned. It was our initial 
season, and while we made strenuous ef- 
forts to have everything in order at Amer- 
ican League Park, we were unable to com- 
plete the grounds, but this drawback will 


be wiped out before the first game of the 
coming season. The deep hole in right 
and right-centre field will be filled up, so 
that the players in those two sections will 
not be hampered in their work by the fence 
which impeded them last season. 

“Regarding the controversy about the 
abolition of the foul strike rule, the com- 
mittee, of which I am a member, was not 
instructed in any particular, and the Ameri- 
can League as a body is well satisfied that 
our committee will act for the best inter- 
ests of the league in everything which it 
votes upon. The National League issued 
instructions to its Committee on Rules to 
steadfastly oppose any change in the foul 
strike section, while myself and the other 
two members of our committee are left to 
use our own judgment. 

“There is some talk of amending the 
rule so that the first foul may be called a 
strike, but not the first two, as is now the 
cese. I cannot say that any or many 
changes may be made, but it has been sug- 
gested that a compromise rule be substi- 
tuted, and | fea this will meet with the 
approval of the committees.”’ 

Speaking of the make-up of the Greater 
New York team for next year, Mr. Farrell 
said that it would be considerably strength- 
ened by another catcher, one more pitcher, 
and an outfielder, in addition to Anderson, 
thus increasing the hitting powers of the 
team. There is a deal under way for the 
purchase of these players, the names of 
whom will not be divulged just now. 

As to the question of consolidation, the 
New York representative said that such a

reinforced by such return feeders as cir- 
cumstances require. They need be no larger 
than the “ third rail,’ nor any more heav- 
ily bonded than is now provided for the 
outgoing “ third rail,"’ thus eliminating the 
use of the traffic rail nearest the “ third 
rail"’ as a return conductor. Insulating it 
sectionally increases the safety factor of 
this arrangement. 

It will be readily seen that the chances 
of a short circuit between the /‘ third rall"’ 
and the return conductor are thus reduced 
by the square of the distance, which In 
the present practice would be between five 
and six feet. A person cannot step or 
reach across this space without unusual ef- 
fort. The tools of the workmen should not 
be long enough to bridge this distance. 
The dropping of a piece of metal across 
the near-by rail would produce no dan- 
gerous effect, unless there was a car in the 
section while the accident occurred, which 
is unlikely, owing to the disposition to 
avoid the track near a moving train. 

The arrangement also admits of train 
signaling and control along the lines now 
being considered without use of alternating 
current The change to the system can 
readily be accomplished at a minimum ex- 
pense without involving the complications 
of most of the other suggestions which 
have appeared in print.

A few weeks ago, he said, he ran short 
of cash needed in a mining venture, and 
required $10,000. Mrs. Hyland said that her 
mother would advance the money if she 
Teceived gooc security. 

As a result of the negotiations, he said, 
he met Mrs. Hyland at the Marlborough 
Hotel on Dec. 2 and gave her jewelry, in- 
cluding a necklace“of diamonds with pearl 
Pendant, a watch, and several diamond 
rings, the whole valued at nearly $16,000, 
and Mrs. Hyland wrote a receipt for them. 

According to the complainant’s story, s 
was tc take the jewels to an appraisér in 
Maiden Lane and have them appraised, and 
report back to Fysh at the Hotel Navarre, 
where he was staying. Mrs. Hyland did 
not appear, and Fysh called on the follow- 
ing day at her address, 357 West Thirtieth 
Street, where he was informed thers 
ghe had gone to another address.

HORSESHOERS WANT PEACE. 


Indignation Meeting Against Strike That 
Was Started More Than a Year Ago. 


An indignation meeting of about 200 mem- 
bers of Journeymen Horseshoers’ Local 
Union No. 1 was held yesterday afternoon 
at 125 West One Hundredth Street to pro- 
test against the continuance of a strike 
begun by the union Dec. 8, 1902, and which 
has continued since without any settlement 
with the Master Horseshoers’ Association, 
their principal opponent. 

The strike has had a bad effect on the 
union, some of the members say, and their 
ranks have dwindled. Out of the 650 men 
who went out on strike only 400,remain in 
the union, and about 100 of these men 
are still unemployed. 

The men who are 
according to the union 
assessment of $3 a week, 
has become too heavy. At the meeting 
yesterday resolutions were adopted call- 
ing for the appointment of a committee by 
the union to settle the strike at once. An 
effort will be made to get such a resolu- 
tion through at the regular meeting of 
the union to-night. Should the resolution 
fai! of adoption’ to-night, the protesting 
members have resolved to call another 
meeting for next Sunday, when it is like- 
ly that a new union will be formed. 

The whole fight has been over the ques- 
tion of a union label. The Master Horse- 
shoers granted an increase of 50 cents a 
day in wages, but declined to use the 
union label. 


STREET CLEANERS’ ‘DEMANDS. 


Central Federated Union Hears That 
They Want Brown Helmets and 
Dismissal of Capt. Gibson. 


delesate to the street cleaners’ 
organization held the floor’ at yesterday s 
meeting of the Ceneral Federatd “inion for 
more then an hour in detailing the griev- 
ances which, he said, they suffer. The old 
complaint about the helmet which the 
street cleaners are required to wear came 
up again. The delegate had with him three 
helmets, two white and one brown, us 
‘horrible examples.”’ 

Before the delegate obtained the floor he 
submitted resolutions passed at.a meeting 
of the uniformed street cleaners, saying 
that as the Commissioner had called the 
President of the Council before him to pro- 
duce the proofs of statements made in a 
resolution passed by the body on Dec, 7, 
denying the truth cf a letter which ap- 
peared in THE NEW YorK TiMEs signed 
“F. W.’”’ a mass meeting of the Drivers’, 
Sweepers’, and Hostlers’ Union should be 
called to debate the subject, when a com- 
mittee of Judges could pass on the dispute. 

The delegate, holding out the three hel- 
mets, then, declared that the department, 
after the men had been wearing the white 
helmet and had protested against it, had 
agreed to the brown helmet. After a while, 
he said, the department insisted on them 


returning to the white helmets again. Ac- 
cording to the delegate the while helmet 
was a terrible affair. 

The Chairman listened in a sort of dazed 
way, when the delegate had finished he 


said: 

‘I don’t rightly understand what the 
delegate wants. Does he object to the fre- 
quent changes of head gear?’’ 

The delegate hastened to say that the 
protest was against wearing the white hel- 
mets. He also said that the men wanted 
the removal of Capt. Gibson, the Deputy 
Street Cleaning Commissioner. 

A delegate remarked that an appeal 
should then be made to the new adminis- 
tration. It was finally decided to appoint 
a committee to see Commissioner Wood- 
bury about the alleged grievances. 

A letter was read from Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor, requiring the Central Union to un- 
seat the delegates of the Chandelier Mak- 
ers’ Union within thirty days for not join- 
ing the International Union of Metal Pol- 
ishers, Buffers and 2 mee, failing in 
which he said the American Federation of 
Labor charter will be withdrawn from the 
central body. 

Delegate Downing of the Metal Polishers 
and Buffers said that the Building Trades 
Section had already suspended the Chan- 
delier Makers’ Union.

RUSH TO THE NEW BRIDGE 


Crowds Try to Cross, but Are 
Driven Back by Wind and Rain. 


About a Thousand Adventurous Ones 
Make the Trip—Souvenir Hunt- 
ers at Work. 


Regardless of the weather, thousands of 
persons crossed, or attempted to cross, the 
new Williamsburg Bridge yesterday, the 
great majority of the pedestrians being 
the small boys and girls of the east side. 
They made it a gala occasion. 

Most of the adults: started with raised 
umbrellas, but only those who speedily 
lowered them had anything left except the 
handles before they had proceeded far. 
The flags on the towers were whipped out 
Straight, so that it seemed as if the Stars 
and Stripes had been painted on boards. 

The south roadway of the bridge was 
opened to pedestrians at eight o'clock in 
the morning, with the result that a crowd 
of men and boys started on a wild race 
from the Williamsburg and New York ends. 
Their speed had left them when they met 
in the centre. Two or three managed to 
keep up a dog trot. The others staggering 
along, finding it all they could do to keen 
going in the heavy breeze over the slippery 
footing. Not a few of the bridge crossers 
arrived at the ends minus hats, and most 
of them were drenched to the skin, not- 
withstanding rubber coats and footwear. 

Elaborate precautions against accident 
or bridge jumping had been made by the 
police. Inspector Schmittberger was in 
command of a force consisting of 3 Cap- 
tains, 6 Sergeants, 9 roundsmen, and 175 
patrolmen, Capt. Reimels of Canarsie had 
charge of 60 men at the Williamsburg end. 

There was little disorder at either end of 
the big bridge, the greatest difficulty of 
the police being to keep. souvenir hunters 
from doing damage. Every one of the thou- 
Sands seemed to be possessed with the no- 
tion that it was a duty to carry something 
away as a memento of the occasion, Po- 
liceman Smith of the Delancey Street Sta- 
tion stopped one man, who walked like an 
overburdened pack horse. On examination 
he found that every pocket of the man's 
clothes was filled with the stones used in 
the concreting of the bicycle path. He was 
made to empty his load where he had found 
it. He said that he had meant to give the 
stones to friends. The policeman expressed 
the belief that he had entirely too many 
acquaintances, but after earnest pleading 
let him take away a few of his souvenirs. 

In the first hour only 170 persons crossed 
from the New York side. The counters sta- 
tioned at the entrance by the bridge offi- 
cials were soon busy, however, the numbers 
jumping into the thousands. Between 2 
and 3 o'clock 2,228 persons started to cross 
the bridge. The total at 4:30 o'clock 
amounted to 12,568. The figures for the 
Brooklyn side were 10,000. The police esti- 
mate that not more than 1,000 actually 
went over the bridge. The great majority re- 
treated after a httle walk, because of the 
inclement weather.

Early in the day there was a misunder- 
standing between the police and the United 
Engineering and Contracting Company, 
which is constructing the roadways. The 
police thought that with the opening of the 
south road for vehicles at daybreak this 
morning the foot passengers were to use 
the north road 

Engineer Kingsley Martin explained that 
it would be impossible to use the north 
roadway, as it was in no condition for foot 
passengers. 

Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal sald 
later that the police had been misinformed 
about the north roadway, and that for the 
present it would not be opened. 

‘Until the north roadway is completed,’ 
said the Commissioner, ‘‘the south road- 
way will be used for both vehicles and foot 
passengers. It takes half an hour or more 
to cross the bridge on foot, and I do not 
think many people will care to walk for 
that length of time over the rough pave- 
ment. If there are but few people I do not 
think they will have any trouble with the 
vehicles. Policemicn will be stationed along 
the roadway to look out for them. It may 
be many months before the regular prom- 
enade is ready for traffic.”’ 

No one knew yesterday just how long it 
would he before the bridge would be so 
lichted that it would be safe to leave it 
open at night. With the coming on of twi- 
licht vesterday passengers were stopped. 

When the raf stopned last night crowds 
went to the bridge. Thev exvressed disap- 
nointment to find it dark. The police had 
their hands full driving people away.

Celebration Ended with Reproduction of 
Original Ceremony. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 20.—Under the 
sunny skies to-day the Stars and Stripes 
rose gracefully to the top of the tall staff 
in the historic Place d'Armes, amid’ the 
ringing of cathedral bells, the roar of can- 
non, and the shouts of the spectators, and 
the centennial celebration of the Louisiana 
transfer ended in a burst of patriotism.

TROOPERS OFF TO MANILA 


Second Cavalry Starts on Long 
Voyage Amid Cheers and Music. 


Anchors in Gravesend Bay to Take 


Twenty-two Stragglers Aboard— 
Eight Soldiers Missing. 


The army transport Kilpatrick started 
yesterday with two battalions of the Sec- 
ond Cavalry on her long journey to Manila. 
As the vessel pulled out from her pier at 
the foot of Wall Street at 10 o’clock in the 
morning a great crowd of men, women, and 
children—relatives ahd friends of the men 
aboard and mere_ sightseers—gathered 
along the waterfront, and joined in bidding 
the troopers ‘‘ Bon voyage. Cheer after 
cheer was sent up by the soldiers and the 
crowd on shore, drowning the sobs of many 
women, while the band on board struck 
up ‘‘Auld Lang Syne,” followed by the 
lively strains of ‘‘ The Girl I Left Behind 
Me.”’ 

Mrs. Leonard Wood, the wife of Brig. 
Gen. Wood, was not a passenger, as it was 
expected she would be. It was said yes- 
terday that Mrs. Wood had never intended 
to sail, but would remain in this country 
until her husband returns. Many women 
and children did sail on the transport. 
Most of the women are wives of the offi- 
cers of the battalion or of officers now in 
the Philippines. Among the officers who 
sailed are Col. Winfield 8. Edgerly, Lieut. 
Col, Walter §. Schuyler, Capts. Brett, 
Lewis, Stevens, Sargent, Winn, Herron, 
and Orton, and Lieuts, Reaney, Tyner, Mc- 
Gee, Hazzard, Garity, Pope, McEnhill, 
Smalley, Love, and Eby. 

Yesterday morning was a busy time for 
the troopers. Many of them had received 
an allowance, and had proceeded on Sat- 
urday night to spend it in seeing the sights 
of New York. The cavalrymen from Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vt., who arrived here on 
Saturday afternoon, were especially in evi- 
dence about the resorts frequented by army 
men. The Bowery seemed tinted with 
blue, so many were the uniforms of that 


color on the street. Chinatown and the 
Tenderloin, too, had their share of the 
visitors, many of whom forgot the way 
back to the Kilpatrick. 

All morning until the vessel sailed strag- 
glers continued to return, but when the 
troopship pulled out into the stream there 
were still about thirty missing. The ves- 
sel anchored in Gravesend Bay for about 
two hours, while a Corporal's guard hunted 
for the missing men. All of the resorts 
and cheap lodging houses were visited, 
and after the army tug had taken those 
rounded up to the waiting transport there 
were still eight to be heard from. The 
men who were taken back by the guard 
will be denied shore liberty when the 
vessel] reaches Gibraltar, while any of the 
eight who may be found will be held at 
Governors Island. 

The Shipping Commissioner signed the 
last man for the crew of the Kilpatrick a 
few minutes before she sailed. All Sat- 
urday and until yesterday morning men 
were scouring» the city to get seamen to 
man the vessel. / 

The Kilpatrick’ will go by way of the 
Suez Canal, and will make several stops, 
the first at Gibraltar, and then at Malta, 
Suez, Aden, Singapore, and Colombo. At 
all of these places the men will have shore 
leave, in order to keep them in good physic- 
al condition. The general health of the 
regiment is very good. Many of the men 
have seen active service in the Philippines 
before, and are now serving ‘a second en- 
listment. 


EXTERMINATED HIS FAMILY. 


Workman in Cleveland Killed Wife, 
Children, and Himself, 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 20.—Roscoe W. 
Derby, a machinist, exterminated his fam- 
ily early this morning by shooting his wife, 
his three children, and then himself. 

The crime is believed to have been due to 
despondency over the impoverished condi- 
tion of his family and the near approach 
of Christmas. 

The wife was killed first, while sleeping 
at her husband's side in bed; two of the 
children were killed as they ran hither and 
thither through the house in the darkness 
of early morning endeavoring to escape. 
The third child was killed in its bed. 

Many pool-room race checks were found 
about the house, showing that Derby had 
been betting. 

The first knowledge of the crime was 
communicated in a letter written by Derby 


yesterday to a friend who lived not far 
away and sent by special delivery. The 
letter said that when it had been received 
the Derby family would be dead. The 
friend hurried to the house this morning 
and learned of the tragedy. =

ELIZABETH, N, J., Dec. 20.—Just as 
services were beginning this evening in 
St. James’s Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
this city, word was passed to the Rev. 
Dr. Wilding, the pastor, that there was a 
serious fire in the cellar. 

The ministed spoke to the congregation, 


telling the members to leave the church 
quietly, and giving the reason. The build- 
ing was quickly emptied. The firemen were 
called and the cellar flooded.

Four Narrowly Escape D Death After Eat- 
ing Fancy Colored Sweatmeats.
